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Report of the Warden 


Stillwater, Minn., July 3ist, 1916. 
To The Honorable: The State Board of: Control. 
GENTLEMEN: 


I have the honor of submitting this, the biennial report of the 
Minnesota State Prison for the period ending July 3lst, 1916. My 
appointment as Warden dates from October 10th, 1914. 

On February the 28th, 1915, upon the request of the State Board 
of Control, the United States Government transferred 134 Federal 
prisoners, all that were confined here, except 20 whose sentences 
were soon to expire, from this institution to the Federal Prison at 
Leavenworth, Kansas. 

PRISON INDUSTRIES 

Our present industries, making allowance for increased demands 
for our products, together with the farm and dairy, will employ pro- 
fitably all our present population. The prison farm of 760 acres, 
dairy, hogs, and poultry furnish ideal employment for many. We 
are just completing with inmate labor a first-class dairy barn capable 
of caring for one hundred cows, an appropriation of $8,000 from our 
Revolving Fund having been made by the last Legislature for this 
purpose. Also an appropriation of $4,000 from the same fund for a 
fully equipped horse barn was made by said Legislature. 

The institutioua) industries are on a good foundation, and show, 
as indicated by the financial reports, very satisfactory growth. 

TWINE 

Twine manufactured and sold for the season 1914-15 was 21,855,- 
415 pounds, amounting to $1,688,596.19, withanet profit of $275,- 
890.74, and during the season 1915-16 22,876,395 pounds were sold, 
amounting to $2,159,290.05, with a net profit of $336,050.03, making 
a total net profit of $611,940.77 for the biennial period, as compared 
with a net profit of $532,257 00 for the preceding biennium,— an in- 
crease of $79,683.77. 

FARM MACHINERY 

During the season of 1914-15 we manufactured and shipped 13,- 
643 machines, amounting to $470,576.01, with a net profit of $74,- 
960.56, and during the season of 1915 16 we manufactured and _ ship- 
ped 16,147 machines, amounting to $569,261.69, with a net profit of 
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$44,777.33, making a total profit for the biennial period of $119,- 
737.89 as compared with a net profit of $87,678.80 for the preceding 
biennium.—an increase of $32,059.09. (In computing the net pro- 
fit of the Farm Machinery Department for the present biennial period 
the sum of $33,119.90, representing expense of the Experimental 
Department during the year 1914-15 in connection with develop- 
ment of new machines, estimated discount to be allowed agents on 
machines carried over from season 1915, and profits on machines in 
hands of agents, July 31st, 1936, to be carried over to next season as 
property of the State, has been charged to Profit and Loss account. 
A large portion of this amount is properly chargeable to previous 
years. ) 

The total profit for the biennial period just closed on the two in- 
dustries was $731,678.66 as compared with $619,935.80 for the pre- 
ceding biennium,— an increase of $111,742.86. 


INMATE’S WAGES 

The Twine Plant paid to the inmates during the season 1915 
$25,391.12 and $23,737.54 during the year 1916, a total for the bien- 
nial period of $49,128.66 as compared with $35,595.00 for the preced- 
ing biennial period,—an increase of $13,533.66. During the same 
period the Twine Plant paid into the Support Fund of the institution 
$152,173 98 as compared with $117,077.25 for the preceding biennial 
period, —an increase of $35,096.73. 

The Farm Machinery Department paid to inmates during the 
season 1915 $26,372.10 and $25,624,16 during the year 1916, a total 
of $51,996 26 for the biennial period as compared with $27,427.80 for 
for the preceding biennial period,—an increase of $24,568.46. Dur-. 
ing the same period the Farm Machinery Departmént paid into the 
Support Fund of the institution $126,104.45 as compared with $77,- 
625.01 for the preceding biennial period, —an increase of $48,479.44. — 

While the industries are in a very satisfactory and flvurishing 
condition we must not forget that this is but an incident to the real 
work of a prison, for the control of the heretofore uncontrolled, the 
correction of erring humanity isthe real work and object of the in- 
stitution. Our aim is to reduce to the minimum the unnecessary 
failures, and let us remember that the success of any correctional 
institution is not measured by dollars and cents, nor by any ex- 
travagant claim of success, but by the lessening of the number of 
human wrecks found in the wake of its administration. 


NEW CELL BLOCK , 
Our prison population at the close of this biennial period, July 
31, 1916, is 996. The capacity of the prison is 1024 cells. Allow- 
ing for a reasonable increase in population it will be seen that more 
cell room will be needed before the close of the next biennial period. 
I would, therefore, recommend an appropriation of $200,000 for 
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the construction of a modern fireproof cell block with a capacity of 
250 cells of the ‘‘outside’’ cell type. 
WOMEN’S PRISON 

An appropriation was made by the last Legislature out of our 
Revolving Fnnd for the erection of a Women’s Prison. Plans have 
been drawn and submitted, providing for a modern fireproof building 
with outside rooms and dormitories, but on account of the increase 
in price of all building materials during the past two years this appro- 
priation was inadequate. 

An additional appropriation of $20,000 from the Revolving Fund 
is recommended to the end that a suitable building be provided for 
these unfortunate women. 


¥ ELUCATION. AND RECREATION 

Our school attendance has shown a decided increase during the 
biennium and the usual keeninterest has been maintained. We hope 
to enlarge the scope of our school and to again increase the enroll- 
ment. Many are taking correspondence courses with splendid results. 

The Chautauqua Circle has had a most prosperous and encourag- 
ing two years. - Many public meetings have been held in our Audi- 
torium. ‘The members conduct their own meetings, elect their own 
officers, and prepare the programs. 

A picture show every Wednesday evening offers an opportunity 
to the inmates that is thoroughly enjoyed. Only clean comedy and 
instructive pictures are shown, all films being censored by an officer. 

Baseball has, and will always be the popular recreation in penal 
reformatory institutions. We have games every Saturday afternoon 
during the summer months, from three to six o’clock. From my 
observation of many years, | consider baseball a very potent factor 
in the maintenance of discipline. 


DISCIPLINE 
As has been truly said—‘‘A stern discipline pervades all nature 
which is a little cruel that it may be very kind.’’ The discipline of 


the institution is gocd. With the cooperation of the officers, the in- 
mates show, with very few exceptions, an earnest desire to obey the 
rules and regulations of the institution. 


CONCLUSION 

I desire to thank the Honorable State Board of Control for the 
assistance and uniform courtesy always extended to me. 

I also desire to thank all officers and employees of the institu- 
tion for their very loyal support and cooperation in all matters per- 
taining to the welfare of the prison.

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Report of School Superintendent. 


To the Honorable: The State Board of-Control. 
GENTLEMEN: 


During the past two years the Prison School has made an effort to do as 
much as possible for the illiteratis of the institution. More teachers have 
been employed in the school in proportion to the number of inmates enrolled 
in it and the classes for beginners have been made small in order to enable 
the teachers to give careful, individual instruction. 


The teachers, who are themselves inmates, are anxious to make a success 
of their work and are patient always, tho their pupils are often slow to learn 
because of their handicap of age. But these men, even the oldest, are deriv- 
ing great benefit from their work in the school: 


The school is in session during eight months of the year—for three even- 
ings each week from six to seven-thirty o'clock. 


The course offered covers the eight grades as organized in our public 
schools but in such a modified form as to be better fitted for the needs and 
interests of mature men. In addition to the common branches, Shorthand 
and Bookkeeping are offered. ‘These subjects are taken by the most advanced 
students only and the results in this work have been highly gratifying. 


There is no doubt that the men who attend the Prison School become bet- 
ter fitted for their work in the Shops and on their release are better able to 
take their places in society than they were before their incarceration. 


Much credit is due Warden C. S. Reed, Deputy Warden J. J. Sullivan 
and his assistants for their deep interests in the school and for the strong sup- 
port the vgmeve-it. Discipline is never a question and the school is a workshop 
during . minute it is in session.

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Report of the Physician. 


To The Honorable: The State Board of Control. 


GENTLEMEN: 


I have the honor to submit herewith for your consideration, my third 
biennial report of the work done in the Medical Department of the Minnesota 
State Prison. During the past two years there have been no serious ‘epi- 
demics of disease. The general health of the inmates has been good, and 
they have,as a rule,been in excellent spirits,for men confined. There has been a 
willlingness and eagerness to work which is remarkable, and which has con- 
tributed to their well being. The Wednesday evening picture shows, and the 
Saturday afternoon baseball games have contributed much to their physical 
and mental weJfare. Asa dispeller of prison gloom baseball is excellent. 

The sanitary conditions of the Institution have been the best. The 
scrupulous cleanliness in which the buildings have been kept merits approb- 
ation. The grounds within the walls have been pleasantly laid out and plant- 
ed to shubbery and flowers, which has added much to soften prison routine. 
The value of flowers and beautiful surroundings cannot be measured or esti- 
mated. In my daily intercourse with the men, I have often heard them say: 
‘Those flowers make me forget my troubles, and when I get out lam going 
to try to cultivate some, they always bring pleasant thoughts and memories.’’ 

The department in which the women are confined continues inadequate 
and unsatisfactory. It is marvelous that the women confined are in as good 
physical condition as they are. The untiring labors of the Matron, to keep 
her wards cheerful and healthy, is commendable. In case of sickness it is 
impossible to give them the care and attention necessary, as there are no pro- 
visions for the care of those ill. 

The hospital facilities have been adequate for the care and treatment of 
men received, suffering from disease, and those who have been ill or injured. 
The tubercular cases have done fairly well. In the treatment of these cases in 
prison, there is one element not encountered, to any great extent, in sanatoria, 
and that is mental depression. To be ill with a disease that requires months 
for its arrest, and being in prison, paying the penalty for a misdeed, is not 
conducive to a hopeful disposition, and a cheerful attitude, essential in the 
treatment of these cases. 

The work of the Prison Physician is not merely to take inventory of men’s 
physical condition, alleviate and treat disease, and keep a lookout to 
ward off epidemics. He, also, should take accurate and scientific ac- 
count of the mental stock of the men under his observation. If we know that 
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a man is of normal mentality, and able to adjust himself to social conditions, 
it is an easy matter to know how to deal with him; or, if his mental and moral 
vagaries are known he can be treated with justice and advantage to himself, 
and the social conditions that surround him. 

The scientific study of character and capabilities is comparatively new. 
The results obtained from various medical clinics have been so marked, that 
the study cannot be called a fad. In some industrial plants the methods of 
the psychological !aboratory are now employed in the management of men, 
where efficiency is required. ‘The greater exactness of information secured in 
the study of character, and the deviations of the mind from the normal, ob- 
tained from a scientific study of the men in a psychological laboratory. would 
be of inestimable value to the Warden, as administrative officer, and to the 
Boards of Pardon and Parole, in the administration of the indeterminate sent- 
ence. Iam so thoroughly convinced of the value of the scientific study of 
character, that I beg to recommend the establishment of a psychological 
laboratory, in connection with the Prison Hospital, that the interest of all de- 
partments depending upon it, may be better served. 

I herewith desire to thank the Warden, and all officers of the Institution 
for kind and considerate treatment, and all others who have given valuable 
assistance.

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Report of the State Parole Agent 


To the Honorable; The State Board of Parale. 


GENTLEMEN: 


I have the honor to submit the following as my biennial report for the two 
years ending July 3Ist., 1916. 

The handling of that misguided and mistaken portion of the human fam- 
ily known as the criminal is becoming more and more ef a science. 

Only a few years ago their care was almost purely custodial. The prison 
officer of the past had performed his duty when he had safely kept the 
prisoner. What to doto him asa punishment has gradually given way to the 
thought of what to do for and with him to change him from an enemy toa 
useful member of society. 

It has been a hard lesson and as yet is only partially learned that we are 
dealing primarily with the man and not with his crime. His crime may be 
his only serious mistake or it may be only one of many similar ones and which- 
ever it is,it is only indicative of his weakness or viciousness of his character. A 
man who pilfers ina small way may have more criminality in his make-up 
than he whose thefts are in large amounts. A study of a man convicted of 
theft may disclose that the chastity of women and girls would be endangered 
by his liberty. Stealing is sometimes only an incident of another crime. 

It is almest a daily occurrence to have some well disposed person visit the 
prison to study the crime problem and care of prisoners. Such visits are al- 
ways welcome. Wedraw fiom such visitors many ideas they have acquired 
from the standpoint of the layman. Many such come here, spend a few hours,. 
ask a few questions and go away. They read a few pages written by some 
theorist and thus not a few of them imagine they have solved the problem and 
give to the world, through the press or from the platform, their conclusions 
accompanied usually with criticisms for past practices with Remedies for pres- 
ent evils and with demands for future reforms. 

This is not without its goed results, however much they may be mistaken 
in some of their conclusions. It is easy for such investigators and students to 
reason from conclusions that other, lay students, have reached, some of which. 
may be true and some false. It is easy to suggest remedies; it is easy to ex- 
pound theories. Many learn by heart the writings of others and with a few 
observations of their own conclude they knowit all. On the whole the ad- 
ministrations of prisons have probably been benefited by such deductions and 
publications. Still, asa matter of fact, the prison problem is best solved, 
prison reforms best inaugurated, and the prisoner himself best handled by the 
practical prison man 
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It is the personal contact that counts, the prolonged personal observations 
that are valuable, the acts of such a man that are practical. 

In the matter of personal contact with the prisoner and his family, the 
knowledge of his environment, and the history of his heredity, the parole 
agent has greater privileges than any other officer about a prison. To him —is 
disclosed facts that cthers know nothing of. He sees in their homes, in their 
associates, in their places of employment, in their amusements. and in their 
daily life, both in and out of prison, conditions that others do not see. To 
him are confided secrets too sacred to repeat, or to record. The prisoner, as 
well as his family and friends, also his enemies, pour into his ear their differ- 
ent tales. 


Most prisoners, will, when interviewed, be evasive and more or less un 
truthful. They are apt to tell only that which they think will work to their 
advantage. They magnify their virtues and minimize their vices. They are 
apt to clothe themselves ina mantle of mystery leaving much for you to infer. 
From such it is hard to get the real history and facts of his life. What we 
may know of him must be gained largely ‘from others. Those who will be 
frank, honest, truthful, and above board are somewhat rare. ‘The histories 
of all must be corroborated and proven. As theduty of gaining such infor- 
mation devolves upon the parole agent, he must, therefore, gather such from 
whatever source possible. Gathering this when the subject,is a resident of 
the state presents no great difficulty, for, from local authorities, his neighbors, 
his parents, brothers and sisters, his wife, or even from the prattle of his 
children such information comes. 


Many of the inmates of our prison are non-residents and getting their his- 
tory is more difficult. People to whom we write are apt not to realize the 
importance of our inquiry. They are quite apt to answer on the theory of * 
saying nothing unless it is commendable. They are too careful not to‘‘knock.’’ 
We get many replies to inquiries that are so palpably at variance with the 
known character and history of the man as to lesson or destroy their value. 
From all sources, the information must be gathered and as near as possible a 
true estimate made of the man by the Board of Parole and Parole Agent. 


The proper administration of the indeterminate sentence under which we 
are working, makes the gathering of all this information imperative in order 
to make possible an estimate of the man and his future, and I have written 
thus at length in the hopes that to those into whose hands this may come, may 
realize the importance of cur inquiries and investigations, none of which are 
made out of idle curiosity but rather as a service to the men and society. 

The work of the Parole Agent has only begun when the man is paroled. 
Before he can be released, employment must be found for him. This must 
be of the proper kind and he must live under right conditions. Merely a job 
is not sufficient. His old friends and associates are likely to be active but not 
helpful. His real friends may be total strangers. Properly placing him and 
giving him the right start is all important. He and his friends are apt to dis- 
agree with our judgment and conclusions. . His co-operation must be gained. 
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Failing in this, success is not likely to follow. The Parole Agent is likely to 
have as much difficulty with his relatives and friends as with the man himself. 
To make him see what is for his good is difficult. ‘ He is apt to think and feel 
‘that he has earned his complete liberty and favors no restrictions being placed 
upon him. He must at the time of his release and whiie on parole be handled 
kindly, yet firmly. Frequent visits while on parole are quite essential and I 
regret to say that a lack of time and opportunity has precluded these being | 
made as frequent as we desired. - 


The commitment of two hundred and fifty United States prisoners to 
this prison made us a large amount of additional work as these men were 
handled in the same way as our state prisoners. Those remaining, number- 
ing 13& were transferred to the U. S. Prison at Leavenworth on Feb. 28th, 
1915. We have at present noU. S. prisoners confined here. 

The question is often asked us as to whether the indeterminate sentence 
law has worked to shorten or lengthen the actual imprisonment of men com- 
mitted here. This is best answered by a comparison of the last fifty cases 
committed under the old law and the first fifty cases under the new law for 
two statutory offenses as follows:

We cannot make comparisons of cases with a maximum penalty of ten 
years for the reason that many of these men are still in confinement. I am 
sure that such cases will show an even longer prolongation of sentences un- 
der the new law. This answers effectively the arguments and statements of 
the mis-informed that the indeterminate sentence law was only a scheme to 
shorten the confinement for those convicted of crime. It probably shortens 
the confinement of the first term men without bad previous records who really 
want to improve and lengthens the confinement of the repeater or those with 
a bad record or who show a vicious character. 


Another question frequently asked us is the effect of the County Option 
law on the numbers commutted here. 
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This law has not been in operation long enovgh to answer the question’ 
with any accuracy. I will only cite figures from two counties where this law 
is in operation. From Polk County containing the cities of Crookston and 
Kast Grand Forks, we received for the year ending July 31st, 1915, 23 prison- 
ers while for the year ending July 3Ist, 1916 we received 7 prisoners. From 
Clay Courity with Moorehead and Barnesville as its principle cities we re- 
ceived for the year ending July 3lst, 1915, 16 and for the year ending July 
S8lst, 1916, 4 prisoners. In the whole state we had for the year ending July 
S8ist, 1915, 424 prisoners committed while for the year ending July 3ist, 1916, 
358 were committed. 


No attempt has been made to analyze these figures to show whether these 
differences are or are not entirely the result of the operation of this law. : 

The law by which men are compensated while in confinement works out 
to the great advantage of. the men, especially to those with dependent famlies. 
My hope is that this compensation may be increased, ‘The large net earnings 
of the prison that are now turned into the State Treasurer are pointed to with 
pride, but it would bea source of more pride to me if we could point to a 
much larger total of prisoners earnings being paid to the dependent and _ suf- 
fering families of those in confinement. 


The cases of extreme want of dependent families are now relieved by the 
payment of a special monthly allowance but in my judgment if such could be 
cared for by a payment of earnings of the tnan himself greater good would be 
accomplished. The pride of somevery needy and worthy cases bars them 
from making the applications. Some are very” reluctant to submit to the 
necessary investigation and more reluctant to accept any thing that savors- of 
a gratuity but would not hesitate to accept money if paid to them out of the 
man’s earnings. ‘This special state aid referred to above is paid onJy after a 
very careful investigation of the worthiness and needs of the applicants by 
this department. In sixteen cases thus investigated we .recommended that no 
special state aid be paid which recommendation was approved by the State 
Board of Control. The total number of cases of dependent families aided 
during the two years was one hundred and one. The number aided and 
amount paid each month is shown in the following table:

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The attention of the Legislature should be called to the matter of the pen- 
alty prescribed for the crime of desertion of wife and minor children. This 
penalty now is a maximum of one year which should be increased to three or 
five years. We had eleven men committed for this offense during the past 
two years. Now he comes here, serves his year less the good time and is dis- 
charged doing as he chooses about supporting his family. Were the penalty 
increased he could be paroled on condition that he support them and we could 
enforce such conditions. 


Under a recent ruling by the Attorney General the Board of Parole has 
no power to terminate a sentence except by first paroling an inmate. There 
are a number of cases, especially non-residents, where such action is not 
practical. Sickness or the fact that their. maximum sentence may expire in 
the dull winter season are other reasons why the Board of Parole should be 
empowered to discharge. Legislation granting this authority is recommended. 


The Indeterminate Sentence law prohibits consideration by the Board of 
Parole of all cases committed for the crime of murder in any of its degrees. 
We have a number of men sentenced for the lesser degrees of this crime that 
are or will be eligible for parole. In.order that their cases may be considered 
by the Board, Legislation to permit this should be enacted. 


We are often told by prisoners that under seme inducement or the direct 
or implied promise of leniency they are urged to and do plead guilty to offen- 
ses they did not commit. While this is no doubt untrue in many cases, I am 
convinced that,in not a few, cases thisis done. On pleas of guilty we get no 
information about the offense except the bare charge as made jin the indict- 
ment or information. I have in other reports suggested and this I now re- 
new, that in all cases the state should be required to introduce enough testi- 
mony to show the time, place, circumstances and particulars of the offense 
charged. This, as a matter of fairness to the men as well as for the informa- 
tion of the Board. . 


The law requires that the Prosecuting Attorney shall, in all cases, furnish 
a synopsis of all information relating to the offense. Even though we ask for 
this, we, in many cases, fail to get it, and failing to get it as at present pro- 
vided, it seems that it should come throughthe courts. 


The work for this department is such that it cannot be reduced to figures. 
Hundreds of interviews with prisoners have been held, thousands of letters 
have been written, and scores of visits to the families and others have been 
made, employment has been found for those paroled. All with a result not 
reducible to definite measurements, but with the-hope and belief that we are 
giving these misguided people as good an opportunity as it is possible under 


our laws and social conditions.

Indeterminate Sentence Law. 


CHAPTER 298—S. F. No. 9 


AN ACT TO provide for the Indeterminate Sentence of persons convicted of 
crime and to authorize and regulate the paroling of convicts. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 


Indeterminate Sentence In Certain Cases.—Section 1. Whenever any per- 
son is convicted of any felony or crime committed after the passage of this 
act punishable by imprisonment in the state prison or state reformatory, 
except treason or murder in any of the degrees thereof. defined by law, the 
Court in imposing sentence shall not fix a definite term of imprisonment but 
shall sentence every such person to the state reformatory or to the state 
prison, as the nature of the case may require, and every such sentence. shall 
be without limit as to time,and the person sentenced shall be subject to release 
on parole and to final discharge by the Board of Parole as hereinafter provided, 
but imprisonment under such sentence shall not exceed the maximum term 
provided by law for the offense for which such person shall be convicted; pro- 
vided, that if a person be sentenced for two or more: such seperate offenses 
sentence shall be pronounced for each offense and imprisonment thereunder may 
equal but shall not exceed the total of the maximum terms provided by law 
tor such seperate offenses, which total shall, for the purpose of this act, be 
construed as one continuous term of imprisonment. And provided further, 
that where one is convicted of a felony or crime that is punishable by im- 
prisonment in the state prison or state reformatory, or by fine or by imprison- 
ment in the county jail, or both, the Court may impose the lighter sentence, 
if it shall so elect. 


Time sentence not to be void.—Sectien 2. If through mistake or otherwise 
any person shall be sentenced for a definite period of time for any offense other 
than treason or murder in any of the degrees thereof, such sentence shall not 
be void but the prisoner shall be deemed to be sentenced nevertheless as _ pro- 
vided and required by the terms of this act, and he shall be entitled to all the 
benefits and subject to the habilities of this act in the same manner and to the 
same extent as if sentence had been pronouneed in the terms and manner 
required thereby. ae La 
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State Board of Parole.—Section 3. A Board having power to parole and 
discharge prisoners confined in the State Prison or State Reformatory is hereby 
created to be known and designated as State Board of Parole. Said Board 
shall be composed of three persons, viz. The member of the State Board of 
Control of State Institutions oldest in continuous service asa member of said 
Board of Control shall be ex-officio a member of said State Board of Paroleand 
chairman thereof, the Warden of the State Prison at Stillwater, shall be ex- 
officio a member of said Board, and the third member thereof shall be a citizen 
of this State who shall be appointed by the Governor by and with the consent 
of the Senate. Said Board shall elect one of its members secretary thereof, 
and any two of said Board shall constitute a quorum with power to act. 


Registers to be Kept.—Section 4. The State Board of Parole shall cause 
to be kept at the State Prison and State Reformatory such registers and records 
of the prisoners in said respective institutions as they may from time to time 
require, and said Board shall keep a separate record of all its acts relating to 
each of said institutions, and the persons confined in, removed or committed 
thereto, or paroled or discharged therefrom, and the secretary shall furnish a - 
copy thereof to the State Board of Control. 


Citizen Member to be Appointed for Six Years—Compensation.—Section 5. 
The citizen soappointed as a member of said State Board of Parole shall hold his 
office for the term of six years and until his successor is appointed and quali- 
fied and shall receive as compensation the sum of fifteen dollars per day for 
each day actually spent in the discharge of his official duties, and all necessary - 
“expenses while on official business. The other members of the Board shall re- 
ceive no additional salaries or compensation for services performed as provided 
therein. Said per diem and all the expenses of said State Board of Parole, in- 
cluding expenses of all investigations authorized by this act, and of all ap- 
pointees and employees thereof, and the salaries of the same shall be verified, 
audited and paid through the State Board of Control in the same manner that 
expenses and salaries of the members and employees of said Board of Control 
are verified, audited and paid, and in respect thereto shall be subject to all of 
the laws and rules governing said State Board of Control and such salaries and 
expenses shall be paid out of the funds of said State Prison and said State Re- 
formatory in the proportion that may be determined by said State Board of 
Control. 


Powers of Board.—Section 6. The said State Board of Parole may pa- 
role any person sentenced to confinement in the State Prison or State Reforma- 
tory, provided that no convict serving a Jife sentence shall be paroled until he 
has served thirty-five years, less the diminution which would have been allow- 
ed for good conduct had his sentence been for thirty-five years and then only 
by unanimous consent in writing of the members of the Board of Pardons. 
Such convicts while on parole shall remain in the legal custody and under the 
control of the State Board of Parole, subject at any time’ to be returned to the 
State Prison or State Reformatory, and the written order of said Board, certified

by the Warden or Superintendent of the state reformatory, shall be a sufficient 
warrant to any officer to retake and return to actual custody any such convict, 
Geographical limits wholly within the state may be fixed in each case and the 
same enlarged or reduced according to the conduct of the prisoner. 


In considering applications for parole or final release said Board shall not 
-be required to hear oral arguments from any attorney or other person not con- 
nected with the prison or reformatory in favor of or against the ‘parole or re- 
lease of any prisoners, but it may institute inquries by correspondence, taking 
testimony or otherwise, as to-the previous history, physical or mental condi- 
tion, and character of such prisoner, and each member of said Board is hereby 
authorized to administer oaths to witnesses for every such purpose. 


Credits of Prisoners.—Section 7. Each prisoner shall be credited for 
good prison demeanor, diligence in labor and study and.results accomplished, 
and be charged for derelictions, negligence and offenses under such uniform 
system of marks or other methods as shall be prescribed by the Board. He 
shall be informed of his standing under such system each month. Whenever 
said Board shall grant anabsolute release it shall certify the fact and the 
grounds therefor to the Govenor, who may in his discretion restore the prison- 
er released to citizenship. But no application for such release shall be enter- 
tained by the Board. 


To Keep in Communication With Paroled Prisoners.—Section 8. It shall 
be the duty of the State Board of Parole tokeep in communication, as far as 
possible, with all prisoners who are on parole and also with their employers, 
and when any person upon parole has kert the conditions thereof in such man- 
ner and for such a period of time as shall satisfy the Board that he is reliable 
and trustworthy, and that he will remain at liberty without violating the law, 
and that his final release is not incompatible with the welfare of society, then 
said Board shall have power in its discretion to grant to such prisoner a final 
discharge from confinement under any such sentence, and thereupon said 
Board shall issue to such prisoner a certificate of such final discharge, and 
shall also cause a record of the acts of said prisoner to be made showing the 
date of his commitment, his record while in prison, the date of his parole, his 
record while on parole, and their reasons for determining his finab discharge, 
together with any other facts which said Board may deem proper, and shall 
forward such record to the Governor, together with a recommendation of said 
Board as to whether such prisoner should be restored to any of the rights and 
privileges of citizenship, and the Governor. may, in his discretion restore such 
person so released to any or all of the rights or privileges of citizenship, ex- 
cept in cases where deprivation of any of the rights or privileges of citizen- 
ship is specifically made a part of the penalty for the offense for which such 
person shall have been committed. Nothing in this act shall be construed as 
impairing the power of the Board of Pardons to grant a pardon or commuta- 
tion in any case. 

Persons Now Serving Subject to Parole.—Section 9. All persons hereto- 
fore convicted and imprisoned,or hereafter convicted and imprisoned either in 
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the state prison or state reformatory for offenses committed prior to the pas- 
sage of this act, shall be subject-to parole and release by said State Board of 
Parole -upon the terms and in the manner provided by law ia force prior to 
the passage hereof, and all of the powers, duties and functions conferred by 
law upon and now exercised by the State Board of Control in respect to the 
parole, release and return of such prisoners and the appointment of agents and 
employees in respect thereto are hereby vested in and shall be exercised by the 
said State Board of Parole. 


Supervision by Board.—Section 10. Said Board of Parole as far as pos- - 
sible, shall exercise supervision over paroled and discharged convicts and 
when deemed necessary for that purpose, may appoint state agents, fix their 
salaries and allow them traveling expenses. It may also appoint suitable per- 
sons in any part of the state for the same purpose, Every such agent or per- 
son shall perform such duties as said board may prescribe in behalf of or in 
the supervision of prisoners paroled or discharged from the state prison, state 
reformatory, or other public prison in the state, including assistance in obtain- 
ing employment and the return of paroled prisoners. Such agents and such 
persons shall hold office at the will of the Board of Parole and the person so 
appointed shall be paid reasonable compensation for the services actually per- 
formed by them. Each shall be paid from the current: expense fund of the 
institution or institutions for whose benefit he was appointed. 


Information to be. Furnished by County Attorney.—Section 11. Itshall 
be the duty of the county attorney upon the conviction of any person to the 
state prison or reformatory, to furnish to the Warden or Superintendent there- 
of, as the case may be, all information and data in his possession relating’ to 
the history and character of every such person so convicted, and a brief syn- 
opsis of all information in his possession relating to the commission of the 
crime of which such person is convicted. 


Rules Governing the Granting of Paroles.—Section 12. Said Board of 
Parole shall have power from time to time to make, alter, amend and publish 
rules governing the granting of paroles and final discharges and the procedure 
relating thereto, and as to the conditions of parole and the conduct and em- 
ployment of prisoners on parole, and such other matters touching the exercise 
of the powers and duties conferred upon said board by this act asto their 
agents and employees as said board may deem proper. 


Certain Acts Kepealed.—Section 13. All acts and parts of acts in conflict 
herewith are hereby repealed, provided-that the repeal thereof shall not in any 
manner affect the parole, release, discharge, custody, retaking, or re-confine- 
ment of any prisoner now or heretofore confined, paroled, or subject to be re- 
taken or reimprisoned. | 


Section 14. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. ;

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Rules Governing Parole from the State Reformatory and 


The State Prison of Minnesota. 


1. The Board of Parole will meet at the Minnesota State Reformatory 
and the Minnesota State Prison as near the first of each month as a conven- 
ience will permit, to hear applications for parole. 


2. Applicants may appear before the Board of Parole at the first meeting 
after they have been in the first grade for six consecutive months. 


3. An application which has once been denied shall not be again made 
within six months from date of denial, unless otherwise directed at the time 
of the hearing, but the case of any inmate may be placed upon the calendar 
of the Board when new reasons therefore are presented by the Warden or the 
Superintendent. 


4. The law does not prohibit the Board from receiving and considering 
petitions urging parole or release, but for convenience inthe dispatch of busi- 
ness and in the interest of uniform justice, arguments and petitions favoring 
or opposing a parole or discharge from persons not officially connected with 
the prison or reformatory, will not be taken into account. It will be under- 
stood, however, that the Board will receive and consider written statements of 
acts which may properly have an important bearing. 


5. In considering the question of the parole of an inmate, the Board will 
take into account: ; 


His conduct while an inmate of the institution. 
His history previous to commitment. 
His character, capacity, habits, tendencies and attitude. 
The nature and circumstances of his crime. 
e. The probabilities from all the facts that the prisoner will lead a cor- 
rect life at liberty, and, 
f. The effect of his parole upon administration of justice. 


aor» 


6. Each prisoner, shortly after entering the institution, will be required 
to give a statement of his case in accordance with the questions asked in a 


=~ 
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blank form provided for that purpose. This statement will be. a part of the 
permanent records of each prisoner, and will ve used for the purpose of inves- 
tigation and verification as to his past record, and will be presented with other 
records to the State Board of Parole when the prisoner’s application for pa- 
role is under consideration. 


7. An inmate declining or failing to give a truthful and satisfactory his- 
tory of his past life will not be paroled and will be discharged only by expi- 
ration of sentence. The purpose of requiring information is to enable the of- 
ficials to properly discharge their several duties, and not for the purpose of 
humiliatiug the inmate or his friends. 


8. The place and character of prospective employment will betaken up 
with each applicant for paroje, by the State Agent, under direction of the 
Board, and all contracts for employment shall be subject to the approval of 
the Board or its agent. 


9. Parents, wives, or relatives of parole prisoners will not be allowed to 
sign employment contracts unless specially provided for by this Board or its. 
agents. Where it is thought necessary, a personal investigation of places of 
employment will be made. 


10. Persons on parole will promptly report to the Warden, Superinten- — 
dent or State Agent, if improperly treated, or unable to dothe work assigned, 
and in such case prompt investigation will be-made, with a view of securing 
justice to both parties to the contract of employment. No complaint 
will be considered after violation of parole by persons failing to report under 
this rule. 


11. No paroled. prisoner will be sent to the place of employment secured 
for him until he has been advised as to the kind of employment, the wages, 
and location. 


12. Nochange of employment, during the time of contract, will be 
granted without the written consent of the employer so long as he is fulfilling 
his part of the agreement. 


13. All paroled persons remainin legal custody and under the control 
of the Warden or Superintendent, but under the direction of the Board of 
Parole. : ; 


14. Persons paroled will remain at their employment until given written 
permisson to leave, by the Agent or executive head of the institution from 
which they are paroled. 


15° A paroled person who leaves his employer or place of employment 
without written permission, or who attempts to hide from, or evade those in 
authority, will be regarded as an escaped prisoner, and every means will be 
employed to secure his apprehension and return tothe institution from which 
he was paroled. 
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16, Applications for final release will not be granted within one year from 
the date of parole (unless exceptional circumstances are shown to exist), nor 
at any time unless substantial reasons be advanced for the granting thereof. 


17. Applications for final release may be renewed at the end of six 
months from the date of denial, unless otherwise ordered. 


18. Any inmate feeling himself aggrieved by the unjust loss of grade, shall 
be entitled to a hearing before the Warden or Superintendent of the respective in- 
stitution, at which time an inquiry shall be made and decision rendered, from 
which the inmate may appeal in writing to the Board of Control. 


19. Neither the Warden of the State Prison nor the Superintendent of 
the State Reformatory shall present to the Board the name of any person not 
eutitled to parole under the rules already adopted. 


20. For each case upon the calendar in any month, the Board shall 
have full and tabulated statement, including any information which has been 
collected with respect to the man’s former record together with the record of 
the man’s conduct within the institution. The Physician of the institution 
shall make an examination of the cases to be presented to the Board of Parole 
and shall furnish a full report of the physical and mental condition of each 
man. The Warden or Superintendent shall present reports from the Deputy 
Warden or Assistant Superintendent, the State Agents or any other officials, 
that may be necessary to give a complete record in each case. 


21. Ifa parole is denied, information in the case shall be carried for- 
ward in the records of the institution and presented to the Board of Parole 
when the case is again considered, together with any additional information 
or reports that may be obtained. 


Duties of State Parole A 


1. There shall be three agents, one located at the State Prison, one at 
the State Reformatory, and one at the State Capitol. 


2. The agent at the State Capitol shall have charge of the office aud rec- 
ords and shall do such clerical work as may be assigned to him by the Board 
of Parole. He shall have charge of the persons paroled from the prison and 
from the reformatory in Ramsey and Hennepin Counties, and any other per- 
sons who may be specially assigned. Heshall visit paroled prisoners aud their 
employers once a month and further as directed by either the Warden or the 
Superintendent. He shall report to the Board of Parole the condition under 
which he finds the paroled men and he shall also give a detailed statement once 
a month of all his activities from day to day. This agent shall be under the 
direction at a)l times of the Chairman of the Board of Parole. 


3. The agent at the State Prison shall live in Stillwater. He shall be. 
come acquainted with the prisoners coming up for parole before they appear 
before the Board and shall file with the Warden a statement of his opinion of 
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the character and possible future of the men. He shall secure suitable em- 
ployment under moral conditions for them and make contracts for the same, 
and shall have supervision of the:men until the period of their parole is term- 
inated. He shall secure reports from the men and their employers or special 
agents each month,to be filed with the Warden. He shall perform such other 
duties as may be assigned him by the Warden of the prison or by the Board of 
Parele and shall make a full statement of his activities from day to day each 
month. 


4. The agent of the State Reformatory shall live in St. Cloud. He shall 
become abquainted with the inmates coming up for parole before they appear 
before the Board and shall file with the Superintendent a statement of his 
opinion of the character and possible future of the men. He shall secure 
suitable employment under moral conditions for them and make contracts for 
the same,and shall have supervision of the men until the period of their parole 
is terminated. He shall secure reports from the men and their employers or 
special agents each month, to be filed with tne superintendent. He shall per- 
form such other duties as may be assigned to him by the Superintendent of the 
Reformatory or by the Board of Parole and shall make a full statement of his 
activities from day to day each month. 


5. The State Agent shall, on the direction of the Warden or Superin- 
tendent, arrest and return to the institution to which he belongs aay prisoner 
who has broken the terms of his parole. 


6. The State Agents together with the executive heads of the State insti- 
tutions under the direction of the State Board of Parole, shall form a state or- 
ganization of those persons interested in the work of reformation, who are will- 
ing to act without compensation as guardians, advisers or employers of men 
upon parole. This organization shall extend, as soon as practicable, to every 
county in the state and the persons selected shall constitute the local agents of 
the Board of Parole and shall visit paroled men and report once a month to the 
office at the State Capitol their judgment of existing conditions. When at the 
request of the Warden or Superintendent or any State Agent,local agents aval 
incur actual expenses for traveling, the same shall be paid upon vouchers in 
the same manner as other expenses of the Board.

Rules of Government 


THE WARDEN 


The Warden in the perfor mance of his duties as chief executive officer of 
the State Prison shall be guided by the statutes directing the management of 
the prison, and by such rules and orders as may from time to time, be adopted 
and placed on resord by the Board of Control. and particularly he is required 
to familiarize himself with the rules governing the subordinate cfficers, keep- 
ers, employees and inmates, and see that they are complied with. He Shall 
make such reports to the Board of Control,at their rezular or special meetings, 
as the condition of the business or other interest of the institution may make 
necessary. Any inmate of the prison may at any time, address, sealed, a 
letter to the Board of Control or avy individual member ot the Board upon any 
subject deemed by such inmate to effect his interest, or the interest of the in- 
stitution. And the Warden shall forward the same tothe chairman or to argy 
member of the Board to whom the letter may be addressed, and the chairman, 
or member of said Board after examining such letter, will confer with the 
Warden as toits contents, and if he deems it best to do so, he may bring such 
letter to the attention of the Board for its action. 


The Warden shall reside at the institution, and is the general executive 
officer of the Board of Control. But the law also especially directs, that he 
shall appoint all subordinate officers and employees, It shall be the duty of 
the Warden in all cases to appoint such subordinate officers and emplovees only 
after a rigid examination as to their education, moral character and fitness for 
the care and custody of those persons who may be sentenced to imprisonment 
in prison, and it shall be incumbent upon him to require all applicants for po- 
sition to fill out in their own handwriting and in the presence of the Warden 
or such ‘authorized officer as he may direct a blank form or application, giving 
his name, age, whether married or single, occupation, by whem last employed, 
condition of eye sight, whether he has any physical ailments or not, ‘whether 
he uses any intoxicating liquors in any form, postoffice address, where he has 
lived for five years, preceeding his application, references, etc. 


Asthe responsibility for the successful management of the prison rests 
upon the Board of Control, and as the law provides that the Warden shall 
appoint all officers and employees, the Board of Control hereby recommends 
that officer in selecting his several subordinate officers, to observe the follow- 
ing suggestions to those specially directed by the statute. 


Political partisan interest must never be consulted. Competent and 
efficient officers shall not be removed to give place to those not known to have 
superior qualifications and experience Character, intelligence, special adap- 
ability to the position to be filled, either natural or acquired, industrious  in- 
clination and habit, a desire to make institutional work a ‘business to be 
followed, these are pre-essentials to applicants for appointment. Special 
attention should be given as to age, previous employment, references, and 
other facts affecting their fitness for the position solicited. The Board is of 
the opinion that the best interest of the institution’ can ‘be subserved by ue 
pointing none over forty years of age. | 
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The Warden shall have charge of books and papers,and of the lands, build- 

ings, furniture, apparatus, tools, stocks, provisions, and every other species of . 
property of the State Prison. And he shall: have charge of the inmates of the 
institution, and shall classify them under such rules and regulations as have 
been or may from time to time be prescribed by -the Board of Control. He 
shall discipline, govern, instruct, employ and use his best efforts to reform 
them. He shall cause a register to be kept, in which shall be entered the 
date of admission. the name, age, nativity and nationality, with such other 
facts as can be ascertained of parentage, education, occupation and early so- 
cial influences affecting each individual, as aids to treatment in his reforma- 
tion. It shall be his duty to recommend worthy inmates for parole. He shall 
keep in correspondence with such as are absent under parole requiring regular 
monthly reports from all such parole prisoners, and he shall recommend, from 
time to time, that those whose reformation has been verified by perfect con- 
duct, while under parole be discharged from further imprisonment. 
It shall be the duty of the Warden to make a complete written or typewritten 
statement of all matters that should come before the Board for its information 
and consideration. He shall lay before the Board for: its examination the 
daily journal containing infractions of the rules and regulations of the prison 
by officers or employees; a journal containing every complaint made by any 
convict of cruel or unjust treatment by any officer of the prison, the daily re- 
port journal containing infractions of the rules by convicts; the grade book, 
the journal containing a personal history priorto the conviction of each inmate, 
of all prisoners committed on the reformatory plan; the monthly report of 
all prisoners on parole, with all correspondence relating thereto; book con- 
taining copies of all letters of inquiry written by the Warden bearing upon the 
previous history and character of all prisoners who come before the Board as 
applicants for parole. He shall make a complete statement of all changes 
that have been made during the preceding month whether of officers, employ- 
ees, or in the administration of the affairs of the prison, giving particulars in 
detail], thenames of all officers, guards or employees engaged or discharged 
during the preceding month, with statement of reason therefor. 


Duties of The Deputy Warden 


1. The Deputy Warden is the assistant and agent of the Warden in the 
government and management of the inmates of the prison—more particularly 
in securing compliance with its rules by the subordinate officers, employees 
and inmates. 


2. He shall be present daily atthe prison from the hour of unlocking in 
the morning until after the inmates shall have been locked up at night, unless 
leave of absence has been granted by the Warden,and he shall visit. the prison 
occasionally at night, and personally ascertain that the inmates are secure and 
that the officers are on duty and alert. ; 


3. In the absence of ihe Warden, the Deputy shall perform the duty of 
that office relating to the government and management of the inmates of the 
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prison. His orders shall be respected and obeyed by the subordinate officers,’ 
guards, employees and iamates,so far as relates to discipline and carrying out 
such rules and orders of the Board of Control as are not otherwise delegated. 


4. Under the order of the Warden, the Deputy Warden shall have 
special control and direction of all officers under his own rank, and all guards 
and employees of the prison, and shall be responsible that every one performs. 
his respective duties with intelligence, fidelity, and zeal. It shall also be his 
duty to promptly report to the Warden every neglect of duty, impropriety. or 
misconduct, on the partof any officer, guard or employee. 


5 The Deputy Warden shall be minute in the inspection of every person 
when coming on duty, especially armed guards, and of their arms, and shall 
report to the Warden the name of any person who may come on duty under 
the influence of intoxicants, or without being in an appropriate uniform, or 
whose uniform is not in good condition;and all who are unworthy or inefficient 
for any cause. 


6. He may grant leave of absence to any officer, or employee for a_per- 
iod of one day, but no longer, without consulting the Warden, except on em- 
ergent occasions, and then only in the absence of the Warden. The Deputy 
Warden shall enforce obedience to the rules and regulations, and to all orders 
given by the Warden, and shall maintain, generally, the police and discipline 
of the prison with the strictest exactness. For that purpose he shall frequent- 
ly, during the day, but at irregular intervals and without notice, visit the 
shops, towers, yards, yuardposts, hospital , kitchen, cells and all other apart- 
ments of the prison, and the different places where workis being done, and 
take every precaution for the security of the place and its inmates. And he: 
shall see that the officers and guards are vigilant and attentive to their duties, 
and that they keep the inmates in their charge diligently employed during 
the hours of labor. 


7. Heshall not permit any book, pamphlet, or newspaper to be read by, 
or be in possession of, any subordinate officer, guard, foreman, or employee: 
while on duty in or about the prison. Nor shall he permit the use of liquor or 
smoking on the premises by any such officer, instructor, guard, or employee,’ 
while on duty. 


8, When an inmate is received, the Deputy Warden shall see that he 
is bathed, shaved and has his hair cut, clothed in the suit of a second grace. 
inmate, and duly presented to the Physician for examination, after which he. 
shall measure him according to the Bertillon system, and also carefully 
examine into his past history and character,reporting same on blanks furnish- 
ed for that purpose after which he shall assign him to work under the direction 
of the Warden. He shall, at short intervals, but irregularly examine the 
gates, locks, doors, levers and gratings in and about the prison, and see that 
they are in a good and safe condition. | 


9 He shall exercise due vigilance to see that there is no unnecessary 
waste or loss of the property of the prison, and that there is the strictest econ-

omy in the consumption and use of the supplies. Also that thorough neatness 
cleanliness and good order are miintained throughout all the buildings and 
the grounds. 


10. He shall make himself acquaiated with the social habits and conduct 
of every subordinate officer, guard or employee of the prison, and particularly 
whether, when of duty, such officer, guard or employee is a frequenter of 
saloons, or other houses of similar resort, or associates with idle or loose 
characters, and report his information to the warden. 


11. He shall see that no material is allowed to be placed near the en- 
closing walls, and that nothing is accessible to inmates which might facilitate 
escape, He shall especially see that all ladders are properly secured. 


12. Asall business must first be directed through the office of the 
institution, he shall have a vigilant eye over every person who may have busi- 
ness with the prison, yards and workshops. And also.see that nothing which 
has not been autorized by inspection in the office is carried in or out for in- 
mates or others, and that no communication isheld by such person with any 
inmate, except by authority granted, and in the presence of an officer. 


13. He shall, every night, before relieving the officers and guards from 
duty, verify, by actual count of inmates to be made by subordinates, the writ- 
ten daily count report furnished him from the office. 


14. As the prison reformatory law affords to inmates the privilege of 
earning diminution of imprisonment from maximum sentence, effects’ their 
grade standing, and in consequence their chances for parole, it will be incum- 
bent upon all authorities of the prison to give the strictest attention to the 
conduct of each, that 'no injustice be done to any inmate or to the state. And 
especially it shall be the duty of the Deputy Warden to satisfy himself as to 
the behavior of each inmate, and his industry, alacrity and zeal in the execu- 
tion of his work, so that he may be able to advise with the Warden as to the 
merits and proper standing of each. For this purpose he shall, whén making 
his rounds, frequently communicate with officers, guards and employees. 


15 All breaches of discipline, or other offenses by an inmate,’ must be 
immediately reported in writing by the officer in charge to the Deputy War- 
den, who shall, at the earliest opportunity, make full inquiry into the facts. 
And if he cannot easily excuse or correct the offender without the inflietion of 
a penalty, he will makea full report to the Warden, at the earliest practical 
moment, and inflict such punishment as may be necessary under his direction. 


16. The Deputy Warden shall select from the trusty inmates a sufficient 
number to compose a well regulated fire department and assiga them to their 
respective duties and statiois in conjunction and in harmony with the Chief 
Engineer. Frequent tests of the fire apparatus shall be made and frequent 
_ false alarms given and runs made to test the edficiency of the department. 


17, He shall take careful invoice of all personal property brought in by 
prisoners, and deposit it with the Chief Clerk for safe keeping. It shall also 
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be his duty to store and preserve in as good conditioa as possible the clothing 
worn in by a prisoner when requested to do so by said prisoner, 


18. The Deputy Warden wi!! assign inmates to the several employments 
and make details of inmates to act as runners, messengers, or distributors of 
material in shops or elsewhere, and will decide how far such inmates may con- 
verse with other inmates, and give them such permission if any is necessary, 
through the officer in charge. He will, each day, make a written report to 
the Warden, giving the number of inmates on the previous day and how 
many were employed. | 


Duties of the Assistant Deputy Wardens 


1. The Assistant Deputy Wardens shall put in their whole time in and 
about the premises of the prison from check roll-call in the morning until after 
the prisoners have been locked up at night, unless excused by the Warden or 
Deputy. 

2. They shall assist the Deputy Wardenin the discharge of his duties 
whenever called upon by him, and in the absence of the Deputy Warden from 
the prison, they shall perform all the duties incumbent upon that officer. 

3. They shall assist the Deputy Warden in maintaining and executing the 
rules of government of the prison,and report te him any violation cf the same, 
by either the officers or the prisoners, that may come under his notice. 

4, They shall have personal charge of the roll-call mornings and evenings 
and carefully keep the time ofall the officers, guards and employees and report 
the same to the clerk the first day of each month, 

5. They shall attend the sick call, accompanying prisoners who are to see 
the Physician from the different workshops to the hospital and see that the 
Physician’s orders are carefully carried out 

6. ‘They shall have charge of the prison armory under the direction of the 
Deputy Warden, and assign guards and keepers their arms and accoutrements 
and it shall be their duty to see that everything belonging to the armory, in- 
cluding the special supply of lanterns, ammunition, ete., is in good condition 
and serviceable at a moment's notice. 

7. Itshall be their duty to inspect the arms and equipment of the guards 
on an average of at least once aweek, but at irregular intervals, and report 
any guard or officer whose rifle and equipment are not in good order. They 
shall frequently inspect all the arms and equipment not in daily use and see 
that they are kept in thorough repair. 

8. When not otherwise assigned by the Warden or Deputy it shall be the 
duty of the Assistant Deputies to put in their time quietly moving about the 
premises of the prison from one department to another at irregular intervals, 
carefully observing prevailing conditions, and it shall be their duty toimmedi- 
ately report any irregularity whether on the part of officers,instructors, guards 
or prisoners. ; 

9. Inthe absence of the Deputy Warden they shall spend the whole day in 
general supervision of the officers, emplvyees and prisoners, directing them in 
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their duties and labors, receive reports from them of all disobedience or vio- 
lation of the rules, and report the same to the Warden, 

10. ‘he Assistant Deputy Wardens shall hold themselves in readihbes at all 
times both day and night, to perform any duties assigned to them by the War- ~ 
den or the Deputy Warden, bearing in mind the fact that the duty of their office 
is that of assistant to the Wardenand Deputy Warden. And it shall be their 
duty to see that all of their orders are faithfully and loyally carried out. 


Duties of the General Office Manager, Cashier, 
and Their Assistants. 


The General Office Manager and the Cashier shall be the assistants of the 
Warden in the matter of records and accounts of the Prison and Industries 
carried on therein, and shall give directions to their assistants as to their duties. 
The Assistants of the General Office Manager and Cashier, shall assist them in 
their respéctive duties, and in the absence of either or both, shall perform all 
duties under the direction of the Wardenand shal! transact any other clerical 
work required by the Warden. . 


Gen eral Office Manager, 


1. ‘The General Office Manager shall have charge under the direction of 
the Warden, of accounts, records, vouchers, bills,commitments and documents 
of every kind pertaining to the business and management of the Prison, and 
shall be responsible for the orderly arrangement and safe-keeping of all re- 


cords and documents. 

2. Heshall prepare such monthly, annual and biennial financial and 
statistical gatements and exhibits as required by law, or by the Warden. He 
shall make special reports, statements or exhibits as may, at any time, be re- 
quired of him by the Board of Control or by the Warden. 

3. Itshall be his duty, under the direction of the Warden, to see that 
the oath of office is administered to every new officer, guard or employee of 
the Prison, before he enters upon the discharge of his respective duties. 

4, The steward shall assist the General Office Manager in the perform- 
ance of his duties, and under his direction shall receive, invoice, receipt and 
care for, and issueall supplies purchased for the institution proper, taking 
such vouchers therefor and keeping such accvunts thereof as the General office 
Manager may direct. 


Cashier. 


1. The Cashier under the direction of the Warden, shall have charge of 
all moneys received and disbursed, depositing daily to the respective funds 
amounts belonging to each, and shall forward to the Board of Control state- 
ment of the amounts and sources of all money received, together with a check 
covering such amounts as. prescribed by law. 
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Duties of the Prison Physician. 


The Physician shall give his entire time to the institution and have no 
outside practice. He shall examine and prescribe for all sick inmates, and 
also at such other times as the condition of the inmates may demand. He 
shall also visit all prisoners in the sick cells who are unable to come to sick 
call. 


2. He shall examine every inmate on his entering the prison, and record 
in a book for that purpose, his name, date of entrance, date of examination, 
nationality and race of inmate, and of his parents; his weight, statue and 
heredity, so far as affects his criminality or health; also the condition of his 
heart, Jungs and other organs; the rate of pulse and respiration; the measure- 
ment of the chest and abdomen; and any existing disease, deformity or other 
acquired or inherited disability, and he shall immediately vaccinate him. 


3. He shall keep a record of all admissions to, and discharge from the 
hospital, and of all cases treated by him, with the name, nvmber and the place 
of the inmate, and the diagnosis and treatment, with such observations as may 
assist in forming a perfect record of each patient. 


4. He shall make a written report daily to the Warden of the attendance 
at the sick call in the morning, and of the disposilion made of those reported 
sick. And also of all admissions to, and discharges from the hospital. 


5. Heshall, every morning and evening, carefully examine all inmates 
in the solitary cells, or in special restraint or punishment elsewhere, and shall 
make a written report to the Warden as to the condition of each. Heshall be 
perticular to report to the Warden in writing, any inmate whose health he 
thinks is being injured by the punishment or restraint he is being subjected to, 
and shall recommend such changes in such inmate’s diet or otherwise as he 
may think necessary. 

6. The Physician shall frequently, and also whenever requested by the 
Warden,examine all the cells of the inmates, the plumbing and cell ventilators 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether they are kept in a proper state of 
cleanliness and ventilation and in a good sanitary condition and report their 
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condition to the Warden and to the official who made the request. 


7. Heshall, whenever requested by the Warden, and also whenever he 
thinks proper, examine the quality of the provisions aad conditions of the food 
provided for inmates. Whenever he shall find that any provisions are unwhole- 
some, or that the food is insufficient, or for any reason prejudical to their 
health, he shall immediately make report thereof to the Warden. 


8. He shall have full control over the patients in the hospital, subject to 
the rules of the prison and instructions of the Warden... 


9. In case an inmate claims to be unable to labor by reason of sickness or 
other disability, the Physician shall examine such inmate. If, in his opinion, 
such inmate is unable to labor, or his occupation should be changed, he shall 
immediately certify the fact to the Warden. Such inmate shall thereupon be 
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released from labor or his occupation be changed or he be admitted to the hos- 
pital or elsewhere for medical treatment, as the Physician shall direct, having 
due regard for the safe keeping of such inmate. When he certifies that such 
inmate is sufficiently recovered to be able to labor, the inmate may be requir- 
ed to do so. 


10, Whenever a prisoner is injured, whatever may have been the cause 
it shall be the duty of the Physician to carefuJly examine and dress the wound 


and immediately report the nature of the injury and its cause, in writing, di- ~ 


rect to the Warden, and in his absence, to the Deputy Warden. 


11. He shall, whenever requested to do so by the Warden, make a care- 
ful examination of any inmate, and make a written report of his physical and 
mental condition 


12. Whenever an inmate, in the opinion of the Physician, becomes in- 
sane, he shall certify the fact to the warden, giving his reasons therefor, and 
make a full statement of the mental and physical condition of the prisoner 
together with his opinion as to what disposition should be made of him. 


13. Should he observe the death of a prisoner approaching, he shall notify 
the Warden or Deputy Warden in order that information may be sent to the 
Chaplain. 


14. Whenever an inmate dies, the Physician shall record the cause of 
death, and all). circumstances connected therewith, and as full a history of the 
previous health of the prisoner as he may be able, and immediately report the 
information to the Warden. 


15. When the Physician considers it necessary, or when requested by the 
Warden, to make 'a post-mortem examination of the body of the deceased 
inmate, he shall do so within twenty-four hours thereafter, if possible, and 
shall immediately make a written report of the result of his examination to the 
Warden as to the cause of death. He shall also call the coroner of the county 
whenever he may deem it proper to do so. 


16. The Physician may be assigned such number of nurses as may be ne- 
cessary to properly care for the sick. 


17.. He should see that the utmost cleanliness prevails, and shall be held 
responsible for the nurses and that good order and cleanliness is maintained in 
the hospital at all times. 


18. He shall keep such books, andin such form as may be orderd by 
the Warden. Such books shall be at all times subject to examination by the 
Board of Control and by the Warden. 


19. He shall report in writing to the Warden for the information of the 
Board of Control at its monthly meeting, the patients received into the hospi- 
tal or treated in the cells or elsewhere during the preceeding month, stating 
their respective ages, diseasés, previous occupations in prison, the time they 
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have remained in the hospital or cells, the date of commencement and termi- 
nation of treatment, and number of days during which such patients, in con- 
sequence of sickness, have been relieved from labor. Also the deaths and 
cause thereof, transfer to Insane Asylums and such other facts with reeommen- 
dations as he desires to submit. 


20. At the close of each biennial period the Physician shall make a re- 
port to the Board of Control as to the sanitary conditions of the prison during 
the biennial period just passed, in which he shall present, in summarized form, 
included in his daily and monthly reports. The Physician will be responsible 
for all instruments and supplies in his department. 


Duties of the Chaplains. 


1. The Chaplains of the prison, Catholic and Protestant, shall conduct re- 
ligious services in the prison chapel each alternate Sunday,under such rules and 
regulations as the Warden may prescribe, which service shall not be sectarian 
in character, but shall recognize the Christian faith as a basis of religious 
teaching. 


2. They shall not have intercourse with the prisoners in the shops or 
while they are at work or hold communication with them except as may be 
necessary or proper in imparting to them such secular and religious instruc- 
tions as they are required by law and the prison regulations. 


3. They shall visit the sickin the hospital, and administer to their spirit - 
ual wants. They shall have free access to every part of the prison and every 
facility to impart mozal and religious instructions; but they shall not furnish 
the prisoner with any information or intelligence in relation.to outside mat- 
ters except by permission of the Warden. 


4, Sectarian religious doctrines shall not be taught nor shall any attempt 
be made to proselyte a prisoner. If any prisoner desires communication with 
the minister or an instructor in his particular faith, on proper application to 
the Warden, it shall be allowed, under and in conformity with the law and 
the general regulations of the prison. But such minister or instructor on such 
oceasions must conform to the rules and regulations for the government of 
Chaplains. Any iof:ingement or departure from the rules will debar him 
from future intercourse with the prisoners. 


5. The Chaplains shall assist the Warden in the selection of new books 
for the library and aid him in making proper distribution of moral aad religi- 
ous books to inmates. 


6. They shall make biennial reports to the Board of Control at the end 
of each biennial period,:relative to the religious and moral conduct of the 
prisoners, the number of services they have performed, the result of their lab- 
ors as indicated by moral and religious improvements, together with any other 
facts they may deem proper to report. 
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Duties of the School Superintendent 


The School Superintendent shall, under the direction of the Warden, have 
the general management of the common school of the prison, and be responsi- 
ble for the progress of the inmates in the several classes therein. He = shall 
assign each inmate to the class or classes he deems such inmate best fitted to 
enter. But he shall not establish such graded system as will deter the progress 
of any inmate who wishes to advance, but rather, shall endeavor to cultivate 
that rivalry which will result in the making of the greatest progress by each 
individual of which he is capable. The School Superintendent shall select 
from among the inmates a corps of teachers to assist him in teaching the vari- 
ous classes and carrying on the school work. He shall make a biennial report 
to the Board of Control at the end of each biennial period, and shall also make 
reports to the Warden as to the progress and result of school work at the close 
of each school session or as often as requested to do so by that officer. 


Duties of the Chief Enoaeer a 


1. The Chiel Engineer, under the direction of the Warden, shall have 
charge and be responsible for keeping in good order the boilers, engines, steam 
heating, ventilating, cooking and electric light plant and water supply, sewer- 
age system,and all machinery, tools,implements and fixtures pertaining thereto, 
and shall be responsible for the preservation of all such property in his charge. 


2. He shall have charge of the fire department in conjunction with the 
Deputy Warden, and he shall have special charge and be responsible for all 
apparatus connected with that department. It shall be his. duty to test its 
efficiency from time to time, and see that it isin good condition for immediate 
and emergent use. 


3. He shall have supervision over such improvements and repairs in and 
about the Institution, as the Warden may direct, and shall in a general way 
have charge of the State Prison buildings and equipment, reporting to the. 
Warden any defects or insecurity which he may observe. 


4. He shall also, under the direction of the Warden, keep accurate ac- 
counts of all transactions in each of the several branches of his duties as out- 
lined, noting especiaily the kinds and qualities of material used, when used, 
and for what purpose, and the number of days’ labor of inmates.. He shall 
furnish a summary of such information to the Warden on the first day of each 
month of his activities during the preceding month. 


5. Heshall make a daily report, in detail, to the Deputy Warden, or. in 
his absence to the Warden, of all inmates employed by him and at what em- 
ployed. Before leaving the Institution'‘in the evening, he shall give such ad- 
vice and instruction to the Night Engineer and Watchman as will promote 
proper care and use of everything in his department during the night. It 
shall be his duty to promptly report any carelessness or neglect of duty on the 
part of either. 
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6. It shall be his duty to provide duplicate articles such as are liable to 
give out without notice, so that delays shall be diminished when breakages 
occur by reason of accident or by natural wear and tear. 


7. He shall have special charge of the automatic sprinkling plant, and 
will be held responsible for its condition at all times. He will make weekly 
tests and examinations as provided in blank form furnished for that purpose, 
and send duplicate report to the Warden. 


Duties of the Matron 


1. The Matron and her Assistant shall be subject to the direction of the 
Warden and in his absence, the Deputy Warden, in the performance of all 
their duties. The head matron shall have general charge of the female 
prison and the prisoners and conform to the general rules and regulations 
governing the prison. 


2. ‘The Assistant Matron shall assist the Matron in all her duties and in 
the absence of the head Matron, she shall have full charge as above provided. 
She shall also act as forelady over any work carried on in the female depart- 
ment under the direction of the Warden. 


3. The Matron shall not introduce any change in the nature of the em- 
ployment of the prisoners without the permission of the Warden. She shall 
put in all of her time during working hours superintending the work carried 
on and looking after the discipline and good order of the female department. 


4. She shall see that each prisoner under her charge is furnished with 
such food, clothing and such other articles as the priscn shall prescribe, and 
shall so regulate the work of the inmates as to cause the least possible friction. 
and promote as much as possible harmony and good order. 


5. She shall see that good discipline is observed by all the inmates and 
that all of them faithfully perform the work required of them. 


6. When a new prisoner is received, it shall be the duty of the Matron 
to see that she is thoroughly bathed, dressed in prison clothing and examined 
by the physician. Every article which the prisoner brings with her shall be 
taken from her aud turned over to the property officer having charge of such 
effects and taking his receipt therefor... Her responsibility for the safe-keep- 
ing of such articles is released as soon as she obtains such receipt. 


7. She shall attend the sick and see that they are properly cared for. 
She will be required to promptly report any sickness to the physician. Any 
sudden cases occurring either during the day or night shall also be reported to 
the Warden, or in his absence to the Deputy Warden, and if during the night 
time to the Captain of the night watch. 


8. She shall not absent herself from the prison during her hours of duty 
without permission of the Warden, or in his absence, the Deputy Warden. 
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9. She Should reside at the prison in apartmerts, furnished her by the 
Warden and shall, on the first of each month, furnish a written report to the 
Warden of all work done in her department during the preceding month 
and the general condition thereof. 


10. She shall accompany the Physician when he visits the female depart- 
ment and report to him any prisoner requiring his attention, whether the pris- 
oner requests it or not, but she shall always call the Physician whenever re- 
quested to do so by the prisoner. 


Duties of the Steward 


1,. The Steward shall have charge of the administration building and all 
rooms therein. He shall assign rooms and beds to employees, and see that 
the officer’s quarters and offices are kept clean, and that no property is de- 
stroyed. He shall, under the direction of the General Office Manager, have 
charge of the store and all supplies therein, carefully supervising estimates, 
and check and examine (as carefully as possible) all articles when received, so 
as to determine definitely as to whether they are fully up to the grade 
or specifications. 


2. He shall not deliver any goods or articles from the store department 
to any one without first receiving a requisition duly approved by the Warden. 
He shall have charge of the vegetable caves and all other state property 
until-requisitioned out of his charge. He shall also assist the Warden in con- 
demning old articles and in the purchase of extra supplies. 


Duties of the House Steward 


1.. He shall have charge of the kitchens, bakery, dining rooms and 
cellars, personally insoectinz all food before cooking, and refusing all supplies 
not absolutely wholesome. He will be held responsible for cooking or serving 
any article of food that is not sweet and wholesome. 


2. Heshall take special care that the utmost cleanliness prevails in the 
kitchens, bakery,cellars and dining rooms, and personally see ihat the provis- 
ons are properly cooked and served. Heshall allow no person notan officer 
of the prison (unless authorized by the Warden)to take a meal without first 
procuring a ticket in the Clerk's Office. He shall invariably make out em- 
ployees’ and prisoners’ menus each week in advance, and submit them to the 
Warden for his approval. After approval, he shall make no change therefrom ~ 
without first obtaining permission from the Warden. In arranging menus, he 
shall b= carefull to observe the spirit and the letter of the rules relative to the 
difference to be observed in favor of the first and second grade prisoners in 
dietary changes and variety. New menus shall be posted inthe Warden's Of- 
fice, kitchen, and dining rooms every Sunday morning covering the 
week following. 


3. He shall carefully carry out all instructions given by the Physician rel- 
ative to the dietary changes for the sick or ailing. If the articles ordered are 
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not in store,he will report the fact to the Warden, who will give the necessary 
orders to meet the requirements. 


Duties of the Usher 


1. The usher shall, at such hours as the Warden may prescribe from 
time to time, conduct visitors through the prison, to such places only as that 
officer may direct. 


2. He shall see that the visitor's daily register is carefully and accurately 
kept, and that due courtesy and attention are shown to all visitors passing 
through the prison. We is forbidden to point out any individual prisoner to 
visitors. 


3. He shall see that all visitors, not provided with a pass, purchase ad- 
mission tickets from the clerk assigned to that duty,and these tickets shall be 
collected by the turnkey, who shall turn them over every evening for audit to 
the Warden's Secretary, who shall check the daily register with the cash received. 


4. He shall closely examine all incoming and outgoing mail of prisoners, 
also all newspapers, parcels and packages addressed to prisoners, and permit 
only such matter as is consistent with the general rules of the prison and 
requirements made known to him by the Warden. 


5. He shall also attend to the interviews between prisoners: and _ their 
friends and shall require them to speak the English language, unless otherwise 
directed by the Warden, and to converse in a tone that will permit him. to 
hear all that is said, and shall pay close attention to their conversation and see 
that no contraband epciee pass between them. 


6. Heshall receive and investigate complaints of prisoners. throvgh 
their keepers, or irregularities in the receipt of mail and newspapers, and 
remedy the defects as soon as possible. 


7. He shall turn over to the Cashier all money and to the property Offic- 
er valuables sent prisoners by mail or deposited with him by friends visiting 
them, and shall take receipt therefor. 


Duties of the Cell House eae 


1. Thé Cell House Keeper shall have general charge of the cell house, 
corridors and all the property belonging therein. It shall be his duty to see 
that the utmost cleanliness prevails in the cells and corridors, that the build- 
ing is thoroughly ventilated, and warmed when necessary, and that cells are 
regularly and systematically scrubbed and cleaned. 


2. UHe'shall adopt such a system of personal examinatlon as will insure 
‘scrupulous cleanliness of the cells, and everything contained therein, corridors, 
floors and every other part of the cell house. 


3. It shall be his duty to personally examine every cell in the building at 
least twice each day,in the morning and afternoon, and to carefully note when 
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making these examinations whether each prisoner has properly complied with 
the rules as regards the care and cleanliness of his cell and belongings. 


4. He shall make requisition for all supplies required in his department, 
and regularly issue writing material, soap, tobacco and other supplies as re- 
quired under the rules. 


5. He shall also carefully and promptly deliver all letters, newspapers 
and other packages regularly permitted and handed over to him by the Usher. 
He shall be custodian of, and shall be responsible for, the safe delivery of all 
outgoing and incoming mail between the cell house and the Usher’s office. He 
is not permitted to inspect either outgoing or incoming mail ase to pris- 
oners, nor allow it to be done by others. 


6. He shall from time to time examine the cell doors, walls; ceilings, 
gratings and switches and see that they are in good and secure condition, and 
shall occasionally, but irregularly, examine mattresses and cell furniture with 
a view of discovering any contraband articles or implements ‘that may be 
secreted therein. 


Duties of the Captain of the Night Watch and 
His Assistants. 


1.. The Captain of the Night Watch is the night assistant to the Deputy 
Warden, and shall be responsible for the security of the inmates and the prop- 
erty of the prisop during the night, and shall see that good order is maintained. 
He shall make a thorough inspection of every part of the Institution as often 
as directed by the Warden or Deputy Warden, and personally convince himself 
of the watchfulness of his subordinates in the different parts of the prison, and 
shall make a written report to the Warden or Deputy in the morning of any 
unusual occurrence or violation of the rules or regulations of the prison that 
may have taken place during the night. 


2. Heshall require from all persons who are on duty or inside of the 
. walls at night a strict compliance with all applicable rules that prevail in the 
daytime, and he may eject any citizen who does not strictly conform to them. 


3. The Captain of the Night Watch and the guard acting as Night Turn- 
key are required to report in writing tothe Warden, or in his absence to the 
Deputy Warden, the following morning, all persons who enter the prison in a 
boisterous and disorderly manner or under the influence of liquor. 


4. Itshall be the duty of the Night Turnkey to enter in a book kept for 
that purpose the names of all officers, guards or employees who enter the fris- 
on after eleven o’clock p. m., giving the hour of their entrance. It is in- 
cumbent upon him to see-that no irregular entrances are made into the prison 
premises by any of the employees, and he shall be held responsible. for any 
irregular entrance into the administration building during the night. 


5. The night guards must be continually on the alert, noiselessly moving 
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around the galleries and halls, that they may detect any unecessary, unusual or 
suspicious noise. They: shall report tothe Captain of the Night Watch all vio- 
lations of the rules and regulations of which they may have knowledge. 


6. In case of disturbance in the cellhouse or solitary cells, by prisoners 
during the night, it shall be the duty of the Captain of the Night Watch to 
call the Deputy Warden, or, in hisabsence, the. Warden, and act as he may 
direct; but in no case, or under any circumstances, will the Captain of the 
Night Watch or any other officer on the night force be allowed to take a pris- 
ouer from a cell during the night without orders from the SMES or Deputy 
after the case has first been fully reported. 


7. The night guard in the solitary and hospital shall closely follow the in- 
structions of the Warden and Deputy in regard to inmates in punishment cells, 
and shall note any unusual occurrence coming under his observation and report 
the same to the Captain of the Night Watch without delay. He shall carefully 
follow out the instructions of the Physician in all matters pertaining to the 
treatment of sick patients in the hospital under such rules as the Warden may 
prescribe, having in view the safe keeping of the prisoners assigned to that de- 
partment. 


8. The Captain of the Night Watch shall report to the Warden in the 
morning any unusual occurrence, any violation of the rules and regulations of 
the prison that may have taken place during the night. It shall be his duty to 
call the Warden at any hour during the night when he may regard his presence 
necessary. And he shall not leave the prison during his time of duty, nor 
until properly relieved, without the consent of the Warden. 


Duties of Keepers and Guards 


1. The subordinate officers, guards,foremen,and employees are assistants 
of the officers in enforcing the police to discipline of the prison, and securing 
the reformation of its inmates. Hence,character,ability,earnestness, industry 
and efficiency in work, are essential requisites to each individual member of 
the force. That person who secures the best conduct from prisoners with 
the least friction, and maintains the highest order of discipline with the least 
number of reports, deserves special commendation. He will, therefore, bear 
constantly in mind the nature of the institution into the service of which he 
has entered, the preculiarity of the duty he is to perform, and the moral ob- 
ligation he assumes, with reference to personal conduct,and also that the pris- 
on is not alone a prison for persons who have been convicted of crime, but an 
institution in which the reformation of the prisoner is not to be lost sight of. 
Therefore, he must not only require that the rules of the prison be observed 
by the inmates placed under him, but will so conduct himself, when in or out 
of the institution, that the respect of the public as well as the prisoners for 
himself will be secure. It shall be his duty to make himself acquainted with 
the provisions of the Jaw and the rules governing the prison, and particularly 
with rules of the institution as effecting his duty and with the orders on the 
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Bulletin Board. He must obey them readily and cheerfully, and require 
strict obedience to them by all who may come under his authority. 


2. The subordinate officers and guards shall supply themselves with, and 
wear while on duty, such uniforms and shall be allowed te carry such canes 
only as may be prescribed by the Warden with the approval of the Board of 
Control. They shall be required to odDserve the utmost cleanliness in dress 
and in personal habits. 


3. While within the prison, subordinate officers, guards, foremen and 
employees shall refrain from whistling, scuffing, immoderate laughter, boist- 
erous conversation, exciting discussion, and all other acts calculated to dis- 

‘turb the harmony and good order of the prison. In their intercourse among 
themselves, they are at all times to treat each other with that mutual respect 
and kindness that becomes gentlemen and fiiends. ‘They shall not hold con- 
versation while on duty, except such as may be necessary in the discharge of 
their.r-spéctive duties. Nor shall they be engaged in reading or writing, 
other than is necessary to make eutries, or as required intheir duties, nor be 
engaged in any employment calculated to interfere with constant care, vigi- 
lance and efficiency 


4, The subordinate officers, guards, foremen, and employees shall not, 
under any circumstances, allow inmates to speak to them upon any subject 
not immediately connected with their duty or employment, wants, or matters 
relating to the affairs of the prison. 


5. Officers and others having prisoners in charge shall instruct them in 
the rules of the prison relating to their conduct, and whenever a prisoner wil- 
fully, or through persistent carelessness, fails to carry out the orders of a fore- 
man or guard, or use threatening, defiant, or impudent language, or otherwise 
commits an offensive act, or is persistently careless or indifferent at his work 
or otherwise violates the rules governing inmates, he shall be immediately re- 
ported, in writing, to the Deputy Warden, on blanks furnished for that pur- 
pose, a copy of which report shall be kept on the stub from which the report 
blank is detached. 


6. They shall keep the prisoners under their charge diligently at work at 
their several occupations, and constantly in sight while employed, and shall 
carefully note the character and disposition of every prisoner under their 
charge. 


7. Except as the rules provide, they shall not permit inmates to commu- 
nicate with’each other, either orally, by signs, or otherwise, or to converse 
with any person except as allowed by the rules of the prison. 


8. They shall require from the inmates the greatest’ possible cleanliness 
in their habits, person and clothing, and in their work and sleeping apart- 
ments. 


9. In their intercourse with inmates, the officers, guards, and foremen 
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shall maintain gentlemenly conduct at al) times, and especially when under 
provocation, recollecting that an inmate, however disposed to be violent or 
abusive, is entirely in their power. 


10. They shall not punish an inmate, nor strike him except in self-de- 
fense, or in the defense of others, or to quell an insurrection, or to retain the 
safe custody of the inmates. Nor shall they use profane, abusive, or indecor- 
ous language to inmates. or in their presence, but shall uniformly treat them 
in a kind, humane and gentleman'y manner, regardless of all seeming provo- 
cation. 


11. If an inmate desires to make a comp'aint to, or have an audience 
with the Board of Control or any member of the Board, the Warden or any 
other officer of the prison under the rules, the officer to whom the request is 
made shall receive the application and report it in wiiting to the Warden with- 
out delay, keeping a copy of such repoit on the COL ee oney ing stub of the 
blank book furnished for that purpose. 


12. If an inmate makes complaint to an officer or any order given him, 
or of any action towards him, the officer shall inform the Deputy Warden, at 
the earliest convenient moment, and the officer.will act in the matter as he 
thinks justice may require. Butthe prisoner, in the meantime, must obey 
the order given him, 


13. Whenever in the morning, prior to going to work, an inmate reports 
himself as being ill and unable to turn out, the officer in cbarge shail immedi- 
ately report the fact to the Deputy Warden, andhis name and register num- 
ber shall be put on the sick-book list the sameas if he had turned out from sick 
call from the shops, but in all such cases it shall be the duty of the Deputy 
Waraen to call the Physician's special attention to the case. If an inmate 
become ill orinjured during the day, the fact must be immediately reported 
to the Deputy Warden. 


14. Officers shall keep constant watch over inmates at work, and see 
that they are industriously engaged at it, and shall not allow inmates to leave 
their work without permisson, nor to speak to or gaze at visitors or others. 
Tasks may be assigned by the superintendent or head foreman of each de- 
partment under the supervision and direction of the Warden only. 


15. All foremen shall thoroughly examine their premises personally, 
after the inmates have left at noon and night. They shall also cause all use- 
less scraps, shavings, chips, sticks, and other combustible waste, to be care- 
fully cleaned up and disposed of each day, either for fuel, or by removal 


“from the yard. 


16. The duties of the officers and guards, except when engaged as in- 
structors. are separate and distinct from those of foremen, and they will not 
interfere with nor instruct prisoners, when foremen are present, as to the 
manner in which they shall work. Butthey may advise the foremen, and 
shall listen to all reports they may desire to make, and dispose of them as 
directed by the rules. 
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17. In forming an opinion as to'the industry of prisonets, foremen will 
bear in mind that as one inmate’may be able to-do more or ‘better work than 
another, so their reports will have regard more to: the effort made by the pris- 
oner than the quantity of work he does.. An amount of work which may be 
sufficient for one man: may be quite insufficient for another. The officer’s report 
will be made accordingly. 


18. When an inmate is sent from one patt of the prison to another, the 
officer sending him shall give him a pass stating the place from which, and 
the place to which, or person to whom, he is sent. If he is absent an un- 
necessary long time, his absence must be immediately reported. On his 
return, the pass must be returned to the officer. * When an inmate is permit- 
ted to go to the closet the officer in charge shall see that he does not leave it 
without being observed, and that he is absent for a reasonable time only. © De- 
lay should arouse suspicion, and ‘the officer must immediately ascertain 
its cause. as . ne 


19. An officer shall not take the unsupported statement of one prisoner 
against another, on which to make a report against the prisoner complained 
of, but shall report ie facts, if they are important, to the Warden or his 
Deputy. . : 


20. As soon as the prisoners shall be locked up at noon or night, each 
keeper having charge of a division shall report immediately to the Deputy 
Warden the number of prisoners therein. And, the count being, verified, he 
shall deliver his key to the Night Turnkey. | 


21. ..The officers or guards who act as Turnkey and Gate Resien shall 
not permit any person who is not connected with the institution as a regular 
employee, or designated by law as an official visitor, to enter. the prison, ex- 
cept in company with the Governor of the State or an officer of the institu- 
tion, unless such person is provided with a pass from the office. Nor shall 
they allow an inmate to pass outside of the walls, unless he is accompanied by 
an officer, or has written authority to do so, by the proper officer, but such 
written authority will not be recognized if presented by. a prisoner. 


22. Gate keepers will closely examine the contents of wagons and other 
vehicles entering or leaving the prison yard, and must always be vigilant in 
guarding against suprise or attempt to escape on the part-of prisoners. 


23. The Yard Keeper shall have general supervision of the vard under ~ 
the direction of the Deputy Warden, and it shall be his duty at all’ times to 
keep it in a tidy and cleanly condition. Heshall have charge of the tools and 
implements assigned to the yard, and:shall keep them in good Conan and 
repair, and see they are safely stored when not in use. 


24. Armed guards must keep their arms and acoutrement clean, fe in 
perfect order for use. And while on duty will keep their arms loaded and 
constantly in hand, ready for use, and they will not leave their posts from the 
hour of mounting until relieved in the evening by a signal, or by a special 
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order. Their midday meals will be served to them at their posts of duty. 
They are required to be constantly on the alert, and are not to remain inside 
of a tower or sentinel box more than one-third of the time, unless forced to 
do so by the weather. While inside, they must keep a sharp lookout through 
the windows and doors. When prisoners are working outside the walls the 
guard on the nearest tower or sentinel box will give them as close attention as 
possible, and keep in position to see and communicate to the Deputy Warden, 
or other officers within the walls, any signal he may receive from the officer in 
charge outside. The Deputy Warden will arrange a code of signals, to be 
used in case of need, between outside officers and wall guards. Armed guards 
hold the key to the safety of the officers and the security of the inmates. 
Therefore, it is essential that their attention shall be concentrated upon their 
duties. They will carefully obey instructions as to making prompt reports ‘by 
signal or otherwise, and will be held to strict accountability for prompt and 
faithful performance of duty. 


25. Employees must not take newspapers, books, or other reading mat- 
ter into the institution, nor leave citizens’ clothing in the yard or buildings 
except as they may be permitted to do so by the Warden or Deputy, condi- 
tioned upon their being safely locked up under the direction of those officers 
while not in actual use during working hours. 


26. Officers, guards and employees will be required to pay for the wil- 
ful or unnecessary destruction, loss, waste, or damage, by them or through 
their neglect, of any property of the state. 


27. Officers, guards and employees must not unfavorably discuss the 
manner in which others perform their respective duties, nor make remarks 
which reflect upon the character of the management, save only they may 
orally or in writing state their views tothe Warden or his Deputy. They are 
prohibited also from discussing, in the presence of inmates, matters relating 
to the discipline or management of this or any similiar institution. 


28. Intemperance or frequenting saloons, will not be tolerated. Nor 
shall intoxicating liquors be kept at the institution by any one, unless speci- 
ally authorized by the Warden or the Physician of the institution. Employees 
will refrain from visiting the shops or yards while off duty, and from receiving 
visits while on duty. 


29. No officer or guard will be permitted to exchange duties with another, 
or procure a substitute to discharge his duties, without first having obtained 
permission from the Warden or the Deputy Warden. 


30. -The Warden may temporarily exact the service of any officer, fore- 
man, guard or employee in any capacity he may require, without extra pay. 


31. Noofficer, guard, foreman or employee shall have any pecuniary 
interest, directly or indirectly, in any business wherein the prison is a party 
in interest. Nor shall he receive, directly or indirectly, any fee, commission, 
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gratuity or present, from any person or coporation tendering for, or furnish- 
ing supplies to, or doing business for or with the institution. Nor shall he 
sell anything to or buy anything from prisoners. Nor give to or receive from 
them, or from any person intheir interest, any gift or present. Norshall he 
convey to them or from them, any message, either wriiten or verbal, for out- 
side parties. Nor deliver to an inmate anything not authorized by the rules 
or custom of the institution, without the consent of the Warden or his Deputy. 


32. As all business of every name and nature has its origin and firal 
execution in the office of the institution, under the direction of the Warden, 
any officer, guard, foremanor employee who shall, without being authorized 
to do so, carry out or knowingly allow to be carried out, any article not be- 
longing to himself personally,or who violates rule 31,shall be at once dismissed. 


33. Entire non-intercourse with inmates, save only as authorized by these 
rules must be observed. And if reply is made to impudent or insulting lang- 
uage on the part of prisoners, it must be without temper, and in gentlemanly 
language and manner. Profane, indecent, abusive, insulting or irritating 
language by anyone will not be tolerated. All infractions of discipline must 
be reported. 


34. No work shall be done in any shop or department of the prison for, 
nor shall any property or material be delivered therefrom to, any officer, in- 
structor, or citizen, except upon an order first obtained from the Warden. 


35. Disputed questions as to duty, and all grievances must be submitted 
in writing to the Warden, or in the absence of the Warden to his Deputy. 


36. Officers and guards who reside at the prison must report to the Deputy 
Warden whenever they wish to ausent themselves from the prison in the eve- 
ning or during the night, and obtain his permission. The outer doors of the 
prison will be locked at eleven p. m., and persons returning after that hour 
will be reported, by the turnkey, on the night passbook which must be leftin 
the Warden’s office for examination each and every morning. 


37. The Board of Control allows each employee of the institution, after 
one year continuous service. a furlough of fourteen days each year without 
loss of pay. Applications for furlongh will be made to the Warden and the 
desired time specified and furloughs will be granted as requested when possible. 


38. Any person who desires to leave the service of the institution must 
give thirty days’ notice to the Warden of his intention to do so. While the 
Warden will give the same length of notice when he deems it consistent with 
the interests of the institution to do so, yet he may dismiss any subordinate 
officer, guard or employee, at any time without prior notice. 


yr 
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Duties of State Superintendent and Foremen, 


1. The superintendent of the Twine and Farm Machinery Factories shall 
have immediate charge of all of the affairs connected with their respective 
industries, and will be held responsible for the proper conduct and efficiency 
of all foremen and prisoners in their respective departments. It shall pe the 
duty of each to report to the Warden any neglect of duty, inefficient or un- 
manly conduct on the part of any of the foremen. On the first of each month, 
he shall make or cause to be made a complete and accurate statement of all 
stocks recived during the preceeding month, material on hand, difterent kinds 
of stock manufactured with cost of same, etc. He will see that all bills are 
promptly checked when articles are received and see that the articles or 
material is up to contract. It shall be his further duty to promptly give to the 
Warden any and all information that may be for the best interest of the work 
carried on under his charge. 


2. Itsball be the duty of all foremen to be in their respective depart- 
ments before the time fixed for the prisoners to commence work, and they 
shall remain until after the-priseners have left both at noon and at night and 
see that everything in their departments is in proper order. 


3. It shall be the duty of the foremen to direct prisoners in their work, 
see that all work is turned out in good order, in reasonable quantities, and that 
there is no waste of material. The foremen shall be held responsible by the 
Superintendent and the Warden for the condition of all machinery and 
material in his respective department. 


4. All State foremen are directly responsible to the Superintendent and 
to the Warden for the conduct of affairs in the departments assigned to their 
charge. They are also hereby required to follow the general rules of the pris- 
on with the same exactness required of the Officers and Guards. 


Duties of Keeper of Tailor Shop. 


1. The keeper of the tailor shop shall have full charge and will maintain 
strict supervision over the tailor shop, bath-room and laundry. 


2. It shall be his duty to receive and store a'l c'othing, underwear, shoes 
and minor personal effects of the prisoner on his entrance to the institution, 
He shall keep a careful record of such property and give a receipt for same 
to the inmate. 


3. The officer in charge of the tailor shop shall have charge of the dress- 
ing of discharged and paroled inmates and shall see that all discharge clothing 
is new, clean and in good order. 


4. He shall have supervision of all work performed in the tailor shop, 
bath room, and laundry and shall be held responsible for the destruction or 
unnecessary waste of any property under his charge. 
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5. The keeper in charge of the tailor shop shall oversee the repairing 
of allinmates’ clothing as well as bedding, towels, etc , ti shall also see 
that they are properly washed and laundered. 


6. He shall perform no work in his department for employees of the 
institution except on written order of the Warden or Deputy Warden.

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Appendix C. 
GENERAL RULES 


For the Government of Prisoners’ 


Your attention is directed to the following rules. Only by observing and 
obeying them can you make a good record asa prisoner and become eligible 
for parole and the diminution of your sentence which the law allows: 


1. Your first duty is strict obedience to the rules and regulations and 
any orders of the officer under whose charge you may be placed. 


2. You must observe strict silence in all departments of the prison and 
while marching through the yard. 


3. You must not speak to, give or receive from, visitors anything ex- 
cept by permission of the Warden or Deputy Warden. Gazing at visitors or 
strangers passing through the prison is strictly forbidden. 


~* A, You are expected to apply yourself diligently to whatever labor you 
are assigned and after reasonable teaching to perform the same amount of 
work as would be required of you as a citizen. 


5. At every signal to fall in for marching take your place in line prompt- 
ly. March with military step, attend to and promptly obey the orders of 
your officer. ; 


6. You will be required to keep your person clean and your clothing tidy 
and in good order. You must not make any alterations in your clothing or 
cut your shoes, if they do not fit or need repairs report the fact to your officer. 
You: must not carry knives, tools of any kind, pencil, paper or any material 
whatever from your shop ‘to your cell without permission in writing from the 
Warden or Deputy Warden. Finding any of the things in your possession will 
be considered proof that you have violated this rule... Tinkering or writing 
notes to other convicts or carrying notes from one. convict to another is 
strictly forbidden. 


7. You are not allowed to have any money on your person or in your 
possession, neither are you permitted to trade or purchase any article what- 
ever.. All of your business must be done through the Warden. 


8. You must approach an officer in a respectful manner. Always salute 
him before speakirig. . You must confine your conversation with.him strictly 
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to the business inhand. You must not address an officer on matters outside 
the prison. Insolence in any form to an officer, foreman, or even to a fellow 
convict will not be tolerated. : 


9. On entering the cell house, office of the Board of Control, Warden or 
Deputy Warden, you must uncover unless your duties are such that you have 
special permission to remain covered. 


Privileges 


You are not compelled to attend religious service, but you are specially 
requested to do so believing that the moral support of religious instruction is 
necessary to all. 

You are required to bathe once a week, and oftener if considered neces- 
sary by the Prison Physician unless excused by him, the Warden or Deputy 
Warden. 

On entering the prison you will receive(3) tickets entitling you to the 
following privileges as long as you obey strictly all the rules of the prison: 

First—One ration of tobacco each week. 

Second—Permission to write under grade rules. 

Third—Permission to see friends once in four weeks. 

Newsrarers. You are permitted toreceive such weekly papers as the 
Warden may approve. No daily papers or sensational publications of any 
description will be permitted. * 

Extra Lerrer. Written permission must be obtained from the Warden 
or Deputy Warden in case 1t becomes necessary to write special letters. 

Maiti Matter. Letters and papers of every description must be exam- 
ined at the office under the direction of the Warden before being mailed 
or delivered. 


Shop Rules 


1. On entering the shop you will take off your coat, put on your apron 
and get at your work promptly. If you have any cause for complaint, wheth-, 
er from keeper, foreman or others, you will be allowed to send application for 
an interviev through your officer at any time, to the Board of Control, War- 
den or Deputy Warden. 

2. Communication between prisoners is strictly prohibited and will not 
be allowed at any time except by special permission of the officers in charge 
and then only when absolutely nesessary. 

3. Intalking with your foreman you are required to confine yourself 
strictly to your shop duties. You will not be allowed to talk with him upon 
matters pertaining to outside news. 


4. You will be required to approach your officer in a respectful manner. 
Always salute him before addressing him and make your wants known as 
briefly as possible. 


5.. You will be required to give your individual attention to your work 
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Gazing about, at visitors passing through the shop orat other prisoners, will 
not be allowed. You must respectfully listen to and faithfully carry out all 
instructions given you by your foreman pertaining to your work. 


6. You will not be allowed to leave your place of work except by per- 
mission of the officer in charge. 


7. You will not be allowed to brush against a fellow convict in passing, 
to get in each other's way or otherwise trespass upon the rights of each other 
so as to provoke ill feeling. 


8. Careless or wilful injury of your work or. tools will be promptly re- 
ported. 


9, You must always salute an officer on entering or retiring from your 
shop. You will not be permitted to leave shop or place of work under any 
circumstances, without first obtaining special permission, of the officer. 
in charge. 


.10. If you are sick and unable to work report the fact to your officer and 
act as he may direct. If you desire to see the Physician give your name to 
your officer immediately after entering the shop in the morning. 


11. All trading or bartering of whatsoever kind between prisoners or 
between citizens and prisoners, is strictly prohibited. You will not be allowed 
to give or receive any present or gift from a foreman or citizen under any 
condition, 


12. If it becomes necessary to use a lead pencil about your work, apply 
to your officer who will supply you. Pencil must invariably be returned to 
the officer every, evening. You will not be allowed to. cut off or appropriate, 
any part of pencil 


Deer tell Rebs 


1: On entering the dining hall take your seat promptly—position erect— 
arms folded, with eyes to the front until the signal is given to commence 
eating. 


2. Strict silence must be observed during the meal. Staring at visitors, 
talking and laughing, fooling or gazing about the room is strictly forbidden. 


3. Eating or drinking before or after the gong sounds, using vinegar in 
your drinking water, or putting meat on the table, is prohibited. 


4. Should you desire additional food make your wants known to the wait- 
ers in the following manner: 


If you want bread, hold up your right hand. 
Coffee or water, hold up your cup. 

Meat, hold up your fork. 

‘Soup, hold-up your spoon. . 

- Vegetables, hold up your knife 
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If you desire to speak to an officer about food or service in dining hall 
hold up your left hand. 


5. Wasting food in any form will not be tolerated. You must notask for 
or allow waiter to place on your plate more food than you can eat. When 
through with meal leave pieces of bread anmessed on left side of plate. 
Crusts and small pieces of bread must not be left on your plate. 


6. After finishing your meal place knife, fork and spoon on right side of 
plate. Sit erect with arms folded. _ When signal is given torise, drop 
hands te your side. At. the second signal of the gong march out and to your 
respective places in line in a prompt and quiet manner. 


7. In passing to and from the dining hall you must not gaze into cells or 
loiter on the gallery. Walk erect with your eyes to the front. It is strictly 
against the rules to carry out of the dining hall furnishings or to carry food to 
or from the dining hall at any time except on Sunday and holidays when you 
will be allowed to carry lunch to your cell for the evening meal. 


Cellhouse Rules. 


- 1. At the sound of the morving gong you must turn out promptly, wash, 
dress, make up your bed neatly as instructed, and be in readiness to march 
out. At the signal, open the door, step out, form in line as directed, and 
stand erect until ordered to march. 


2. Upon entering the cellhouse in the evening you will remain standing 
with your hand on door until the double count is made, of which you will be 
notified by sound of gong. 


8. You will be required to keep your library books and cell furniture 
clean and in good order. Marking the walls, spitting on the cell floor, corri- 
dors or flags will not be allowed. You will be permitted two library books 
each week. When change of book is desired place ibeary. slip on cell door 
evening before issue. 


4. You will be required to place your writing and tobacco tickets on cell 
door immediately after breakfast Sunday mornings (in plain view) otherwise 
these privileges will be withheld. You must return all writing material given 
to you whether used or not. Failing to do this will deprive youof your 
writing privilege. 


5. You must not keep food in your cell, except evening: lunch which you 
are allowed to bring from dining room on Sundays.and holidays: Immediately 
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after supper you will be required to place any bread left on the crossbar of 
your cell door to be gathered up by the waiter. You must not throw any food 
in your lavatory. 


6. You are required to clean your cup and wash basin and keep them 
bright and clean at all times. You must make up your bed neatly and care- 
fully according to instructions. 


7. Strict silence must be observed in your cell at all times. Talking, 
laughing, reading aloud, shuffling of feet, drawing chair across cell floor- or 
talking from cell to cell is strictly prohibited. You must not tamper with 
your electric light. If it does not burn properly report the fact to the officer 
on duty. 


8. You are entitled to the following cell furniture: One Bible, 1 cup, } 
mirror, i face towel, | dish towel, 1 piece soap, 1 comb, blankets, sheets, 
pillow-cases, matress, bed and springs, 1 wooden chair, 1 electric light, 
1 library catalogue and all the library and school books required. 


9. All prisoners attending school will be required to give close attention 
to their studies in the schoolroom and in their cells through the entire term of 
eight months commencing September 15th and ending May 15th of each year, 
unless excused by the Warden or Physician. 


10. Atthe sound of the gong three times 9 p. m. you must undress 
quietly and immediately retire. If you have occassion to call the night officer, 
tap on the cell door lightly, but this privilege must not be used unless really 
necessary. 


Chapel Rules 


1. On entering the chapel you will march erect with arms by your side 
keeping in step with the music. 


2. You will take your seat promptly as designated by the officer in charge 
and sit with arms folded during chapel service. 


3. The signal for rising and being seated will be the sound of the Deputy 
Warden's gavel. When the signal is given you will rise promptly and re- 
main standing until notified to be seated. You will be allowed to drop arms 
to your side while standing. 

4. Strict attention must be given tothe service. You must not gaze 
about the room at visitors or at fellow convicts, but must sit erect in your 
seat facing the speaker. 


5. Reading, spitting on the floor, shuffling of the feet or any other un- 
necessary noise is strictly forbidden. i 
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6. Should you be taken sick during service, or if it becomes necessary 
for you to retire, raise your right hand to the officer in charge who will excuse 
‘you if necessary. 


7. After service you will sit erect with arms folded giving strict atten- 
tion to your officer until he gives the signal to rise when you will be required 
to rise promptly and march out of the chapel as directed, keeping time with 
the music 


i 8. In marching to and from the chapel you will be required to keep in 
close order with face to the front and in as quiet and orderly a. manner 
as possible.

Any wilful violation of these rules will es promptly reported, and 
severly punished if necessary to enforce compliance. 


Grading Rules 


The Board of Control by virtue of the authority and power conferred upon 
them by Section 5 of an act of the Minnesota Legislature, entitled ‘‘An Act 
‘to regulate the sentencing of prisoners convicted of felony and their subse- 
quent release on parole,’’ hereby establish three(3) grades of prisoners to be 
known and designed as the First, Second and Third grades, together with a 
system of marks to be governed by the following rules and regulations, which 
‘shall be in foree and have effect from and after the offical notification of the 
passage of said Act. as certified by the ey of State ‘under | bay of 
April Sth,.1893, 


All prisoners on their arrival shall be entered in the Second Grade, they 
may earn nine credit marks each month and shall be marked on conduct, work, 
and mental advancement. Promotion from Second to the First Grade shall be 
conditioned upon the earning of fifty (50) out of the possible fifty-four (54) 
credit marks, within six (6) consecutive months. The loss of more than two 
(2)marks in any one month,shall cause the prisoner so offending,to be reduced 
to the next lower grade. By a clear record of one (1) month, and the earning 
~ of nine(9) credit marks, shall entitle the prisoner to be advanced to the next 
upper grade. | . . 

Prisoners may lose their grades; 


First—By such violations of prison rules as shall necessarily subject them 
to solitary confinement. 
Second—For disorderly conduct.

Third—For habitual laziness, untidiness or negligence. 


. First Grade. First Grade men shall be dressed in gray uniform in win- 
ter and kahki uniform in summer, the grades in both cases being designated 
by a chevron, and be entitled to following privileges: To eat in a dining 
room, to be known and designated as a First Grade dining room, of which the 
table service and variety of food shall be distinctive. features: to write one 
letter each week; receive visits from friends once in four, weeks; to: receive

such letters and weekly papers as the Warden may approve and from time to 
time such other and additional privileges and immunities, not. herein enumer- 
ated, as may be considered safe to concede, as a special reward for . meritori- 
ous conduct, having at all times in view the:best interests of discipline and 
good order. 


Second Grade. Second Grade men shall be dressed ina plain gray. suit 
in winter and a plain kahki suit in summer, and entitled to.the following pri- 
vileges: To take their meals in a dining room to be designated and known as 
a Second Grade dining room. The service and variety of food shall not be as 
great as that allowed in the First Grade dining room; still it shall have, as @ 
special distinctive feature, a greater variety of food and better service than 
that allowed Third Grade men, to receive visits from friends once a month: 
to receive such letters and weekly papersas the Warden may approve; to 
write once in two weeks. 7 ; 


Third Grade. Third Grade men shall be dressed in striped clothing; 
they shall be allowed to have in their respective cells, a Bible,a library | cata- 
logue and cne good selected library book each.week. All Third Grade pris-= 
oners shall be deprived of the following privileges. allowed. ‘others grades. To 
receive visits from friends or write or receive letters. except:.on matters : of 
greatest importance, and then only by permission of the Warden; they shall 
not be allowed to receive newspapers or tobacco, nor-to :'take their meals in 
the dining room, but.shall be obliged to occupy-and take their. meals.:in cells 
set aside and designated as Third Grade cells.: Their food shall be plentiful 
and substantial, but very plain and of.less variety than that allowed Second 
Grade men; they shall not receive any outside news of any kind; except by 
permission of the Warden; and they may be further deprived. of such other 
privileges, from time to time, as may be considered for. the-:best: interests: of 
the grading and parole system. 


_ The Warden shall submit to the Board of Control each month, at its regu- 
lar meeting, a report in writing, showing the grade changes. for the month, 
giving the names of all prisoners with the dates upon which they were de- 
graded or promoted in their respective grades, and such other’ information as 
may be considered necessary to give the Board a more- petteet knowledge ‘of 
the discipline and general pee Ae of the Aa age 


Library Rules 


In ordering books the following directions must be carefully adhered to: 

Write plainly upon a slip of paper your name and cell number. Under- 
neath place the number of fifteen or twenty books you prefer to read.  Al- 
ways take your library book with you when moving from one cell to another. 
Bear in mind that all books are charged to you and that you will be held 
strictly responsible for their preservation and safe return. ‘The catalogue and 
all books charged to you must be accounted for on the day of your parole or 
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discharge from prison. You will not be allowed to have a library book in 
your possession or in your cell except those that have been regularly charged 
up and come to you through the regular channels. If you find astray book in 
your cell you must turn it over to the Librarian at once. Failing to do this, 
in event of finding a stray library book in your cell, will be the means of de- 
priving you of all library privileges. 

You are accorded the utmost liberty in the selection of reading ‘matter, 
but it is hoped and will be expected by the management that the library re- 
cord will show that you have exercised the diligence and regard for your own 
best interests in the selection of books. The Warden, Chaplains, teachers or 
other officers will gladly advise you concerning the selection of proper reading 
near ear . 

All library books, excepting books of reference, may be retained two | 
weeks. Books of reference may be held but one day. 


Rules For Exchanging Papers. 


Any prisoner wishing to exchange papers or periodicals with other pris- 
oners may do so by observing the following rules: 

Mark the numbers of the cells to which you wish to send the paper or 
periodical plainly on the margin thereof and drop it in the exchange box at 
the foot of the stairs as you go out in the morning. 

After reading papers sent to you, scratch your number out and replace 
papers in the exchange box the following morning, but do not add any num- 
bers to'the list nor erase any but your own. 

Weekly and semi-weekly publications circulate ten days from the date of 
their issue; monthly publications circulate during the month of their issue. 

Writing on, drawing pictures on, or in any way defacing exchanges is 
forbidden. Papers must be kept as clean as possible. 


Restoration Of Citizenship. 


A convict who shall pass the entire period of his imprisonment without a 
violation of the rules and discipline, except such as the Warden or Board of 
Control shall excuse, shall upon his discharge from the prison be restored to 
the rights and privileges forfeited by his conviction, aud shall receive from 
the Govenor a certificate under the great seal of the state as evidence of 
such restoration, to be issued upon presentation to the Governor of a certifi- 
cate of such conduct, which shall be furnished to such convict by the Warden.
